Janine (Dou£fierty:'Speal(s from CTcperience

Janine M. Dougherty doesn't look like 
what most people picture when they think 
"stroke survivor." 

The 36-year-old preschool teacher's aide 
and mother of three sunall children is 
pageant beautiful — trim, raven-haired, 
well coiffed, well-spoken and vivacious, to 
fact, she currently holds two titles: Mrs. 
Tidewater International 1998-99 and Ms. 
Virginia Achievement 1998. 

Yet at age 31, Dougherty faced the most 
devastating crisis in her young life. 

"Most people are surprised at how young 
stroke can strike people, and for those un- 
aware of dieir family history it really does- 
n't sink in that it's something they should 
pay attention to. That's what happened to 
me — 1 was unaware of my family history 
of stroke until I found out my grandmother 
had one at age 21," she said. 

Five years ago, Dougherty was sitting at 
home on her couch paying bills when a 
"strange sense of uneasiness" swept over 
her. She wasn't in bad shape, though she ad- 
mits to "carrying a few extra pounds and 
eating at McDonald's more than I should 
have." With three young children demand- 
ing her time and attention, exercise was not 
a priority. 

"Something wasn't right. I was feeling dis- 
connected, and when I tried to use the cal- 
culator I was punching numbers odier than 
what I was thinking," she remembered. 

When Dougherty tried to grasp something 
with her right hand, she couldn't move it. 

"It was completely dead — gone," she 
said. "But because I had spent 7-1/2 years 
in the Navy as a corpsman, I knew the signs 
of stroke. I immediately knew that, as in- 
credulous as a it was, I was having a stidce. 
But I was so young. I went to stand up and 
couldn't walk; my right leg wouldn't move." 
Worse yet, Dougherty couldn't speak. 
When she tried, only guttural noises came 
out 

"But I was totally cognizant. All I could 
think was, 'Oh my God, my life is over. 1 
have three beautiful children I'll never play 
with and a wonderful husband who will be 
strapped with a wife in a wheelchair for the 
rest of his life,'" she said, tears filling her 
eyes at the memory. 

Luckily, Dougherty had been teaching 
sign language to her then 3-year-old daugh- 
ter, Janna. The youngster brought her mothw 
the telephone and auto-dialed Dougherty's 
husband, David, at work. Son Brad, then 5, 
arrived hrane from school moments later. 

"It was so difficult, something you really 
can't describe, but something I wouldn't 
wish on my worst enemy. It's like you^ie 
trapped in an ice cube and can't get out," 
she said. 

The woman had suffered an atypical 
stroke on the left side of her brain caused by 
a vascular collapse from a complicated mi- 
graine headache. 

Dougherty's dark days came during her re- 
covery period over the next few years. 

Paralyzed with fear that any exertions 
would bring on another stroke, she admits to 
being like an entirely different person. One 
of the greatest motivations to getting her 
life back <mi tfack was the acquisition of the 
family's golden retriever, Dakota. Dougherty 
knew the dog would be relying on her for 
walks and other care. That got Dougherty 
moving. 

Later, she decided her experience could 
help others. In March. Dougherty contacted 
the American Heart Association (AHA), 
which fights cardiovascular diseases and 
stroke. 

"TTie frightening thing for me and one rea- 
son why I'm dedicating myself to the AHA 
is because there was never any definitive 
diagnosis for me as to the cause of my 
stroke. Vox me all they could ^y is, 'Well, 
this is what we think it was. All we can do 
is try and prevent more headaches for you.' I 
still suffer bad headaches, so whenever 1 
have one the first thing that goes through 
my mind is 'Is it going to be another 
str(Ae?'" 

Etougherty still suffers other lingering ef- 
fects of her stroke, such as short-term mem- 
«y Ims and a "droi^)ed" right si<te. But that 
makes her even more motivated to s|H-ead 
the word about stroke awareness and prc- 
ventiiMi. A member of the AHA's Red Caps, 
a group for stroke survivors, she is the 
HamptCMi Roads ^xricesperson. 

"1 encourage people to be proactive in 
their health, not reactive. You need to %t 
aware of your medical history, know your 
own numbers for cholesterol and whetter 
you have any kind of cardiovascular disease 
in your family. You need to wateh what you 
eat and be very careful. You need to make 
sure you exercise enough," die urgwl. 

Dougherty remembers the days when her 
children had to make their own breakfast 
ami rely lar^ly on themselves. 
"No {M»e shouU have to go thrcHi^di that," 




she said. "When we moved here from Wis- 
consin, I think I was at the lowest point of 
my self-esteem. 1 had always been a very 
active person and was no longer active at 
all. We didn't know anyone here. Our whole 
life was uprooted and my husband was 
going to be on a ship. It was hard," she said. 
When Dougherty's "break-dirough" came 
and she started feeling like her old self, 5- 
ycar-old daughter, Rachel, said. "Mwaroy. I 
really like you so much better now." 

"It struck me so hard." Dougherty sighed, 
"and it still does. She was only a year and a 
half old, she had never known me any other 
way than being sick. I was really this new 
person for her. I could get out and play with 
her and be the mommy I should be. That's 
when I called the American Heart Associa- 
tion and said I wanted to help in some 
way." 

Dougherty learned she could literally be 
the voice for other survivors, many of whom 
lose their speech ability after a stn*e. 

"They have no voice. They can't tell you 
what they're feeling and what hurts," 
Dougherty said. "The frustration is so fright- 
ening. I'm one of the people who can speak 
first-hand for sttoke victims." 

These days Dougherty has much to talk 
about. Coming up on Saturday, Oct 24, the 
American Heart Walk will be held at two 
locations — Norfolk Botanical Garden be- 
ginning at 8 a.m. and Newport News Park 
starting at 9 a.m. The annual event, held in 
more than 1,000 localities nationwide, is a 
major fund-raiser in the fight against heart 
disease and strdce. 

Dougherty will be joining other Red Caps 
in a show of support, walking right 
alongside others who can say they're fight- 
ing for long and healthy lives. 

"I still live in fear from day to day of what 
can happen," Dougherty said, "but I'm turn- 
ing that fear into something jHoductive."

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Council 'iffy' on amendments

Among the five imiposed amendments 
to the Constitution of Virginia that will 
appear on the Nov. 3 ballot are two 
which raised some questions among 
Virginia Beach City Council members. 

Both refer to cooperative Mt»inis^ 
between localities. 

One would authorize agreemoits 
among localities {<x sharing the revenues 
and costs of a specified land area and 
establishing a ^)^ial governing body for 
the area and to provide that fiscal 
commitments related to the land ai^ will 
not be deemed local debL 

The other would allow a combination 
of localities to contract debt as part of an 
agreement to share the revenues, tax 
l»se, «• the benefits of economic growth 
and exempt this class of debt from the 
ceiling on local debt for cities and towns 
and from type requirement for a local 
referendum for countws. 

Councilman Linwood Branch III saw 
the changes as a way to increase debt and 



asked what the rating ^encies would say 
about the a^itional debt 

Councilman Louis R. Jones was 
concerned that a non-elected authwity or 
board would be issuing debt and taxing 
people. 

Robert Matthias, assistant to the city 
manager, said that even if the 
amendments are approved by the voters, 
it would take another three years brfoic 
the amendments can become part of the 
constitution. 

Matthias said that at presrait, counties 
cannot sell debt without a referoidum. 
This would allow the participation in the 
sale of debt without going to referendum. 
Cities are permitted to sell (tebt without a 
referendum, but are limited to 10 percent 
of the assessed value of the locality. 
Virginia Beach is not close to the cap, 
but Norfolk is close to the 10 percent 
limit, Matthias said. 

Matthias said that all five ammdmenls 
were placed on the ballot by an almoA 
unanimous vote of the General 
As^mbly. 

Councilman Don Weeks pointed out. 



however, that all of the Geneid 
Assembly members who voted fw tfw 
amendment to go on the ballot ate not 
necessarily in support. They just waned 
to give the voters a chance to r^isier 
their o^imom. 

Jones had a lot of questions — wlw 
would issue the debt? would councib 
appoint non-elected authority to iss»Xi 
(Mk? how do they limit the aithority? 

Matthias said that re^^iues can come 
from the existing revauie streams, but he 
thought the amendment meant they can 
also tax. 

Matthias said the General Assembly 
has not established how the auttwrkies 
would be fcrnned, but that they woidd 
probably be appointed by dected 
ofilcials. 

Councilman W. W. Harrison was 
conconed about whether the amerKtanaus 
would be listed before or after the city's 
referendum questions on libraries ad 
schools. He said that if the voters had to 
reml through the five amendments they 
would fall asleep b^ore they got to the 
kxal referendums. 



Another ^nendment would authorize 
the C^neni AssemUy by genoal law to 
give local governments the option cf 
eliminating in whole ot in psal tiibet the 
Business, Prof^itMial or I^i^iational 
Lic^se tax or the m^chanls' capital tax 
or both. Matthias said thM if that passra, 
the local govenunoit has to (to awt^ 
with the BPOL. 

The other two amoidments ve not 
coolroversid. 

One would p^mit penKms enqA>yed 
overseas and their families who ae 
qualified to vote in Virginia, except for 
having givoi up a tome in Virginia, to 
continue to vote in Virginia while 
overseas subjea to the conditions aid 
time limits let by law.

NATIONAL FIRE PREVENTION WEEK 

Safeguard your family 

Evpry year across the country approximately 
5.000 people are killed and 28,000 are in- 
jured by fires. Could you sundve a fire in your 
home? Try to answer these simple questions: 

■ Your smoke detector goes off and wakes 
you up. How much time do you have to get 
out of the house? 

■ After your smoke detector goes off, what 
do you do? 

■ You're at the door, what do you do next? 

■ If the door is hot. what should you do? 

■ Once out of the house or apartment, what 
should }^u do? 

■ How often should you test your smoke de- 
tector? 

■ How often should you practice a fire exit 
drill? 

Stumped? If you're like many Americans, 
the answers may elude you. National Fire Pre- 
vention Week, Oct. 4-10, is the perfect time 
to learn the answers, get some valuable tips 
and safeguard your home and family. This 
year's theme is especially fitting — "Fire 
Drills: The Great Escapel" Activities are being 
planned across Hampton Roads to make 
adults and children more aware of fire haz- 
ards and how to prevent them. 

Start your learning with a few rules of 
thumb fi-om Sparky the Fire Dog: 

In general 

■ Common sense dictates that all matches 
and lighters be kept out of children's reach. 

■ Check cords and wires. Loose cords or 
broken wires are evidence of a very real fire 
danger. 

■ If appliances give off smoke or a burning 
odor, unplug immediately. 

■ If little ones ones are present, cover un- 
used electrical outlets with plastic caps. 

■ Never leave children unattended around 
heat sources, including heaters, fireplaces 
and woodstoves. 

Otttdoors 

■ Label products clearly, especially if they 
are poisonous or flammable. 

■ Before adding gasoline to your lawnmow- 
er, turn off the engine and let it cool. 

■ Never throw gas or lighter fiuid on an 
open fiame. 

In the kitchen 

■ In case of a grease fire, cover the pan with 
a lid and turn off the burner. Never throw 
water on the flames. 

■ Turn pot handles inward or use back 
burners to prevent hot foods from spilling. 

■ When cooking, wear close-fitting sleeves 
or roll up loose ones. 



In the bathroom 

■ Never use appliances like hair dryers and 
shavers near runnhig water or a full sink. 

■ Avoid using space heaters in the bath- 
room. 

■ Set hot water heaters to 120 degrees or 
less. 

Should a fire occur, be prepared. The best 
way is having a fire plan. Know exactly what 
steps to take in case a fire breaks out. Discov- 
er two ways out of every room, in case smoke 
or flames block one exit. Then, practice a fire 
drill, "the great escape." 

Also establish a meeting place where every- 
one can convene once outdoors. Memorize the 
number of the fire department and have a 
neighbor's telephone in mind where you can 
make a call. 

Finally, Sparky urges that families not waste 
valuable time trying to save belongings from a 
fire. Get the family out. Items can be re- 
placed: people cannot. — V.E.H.

Over die pm few years, Virginia 
Beach has gone through many 
change and improvements. One of 
which I am particularly {soiKi is the 
Vii^nia Ma- 
rine Sconce 
Museum ex- 
l^ision. 

From the 
dayitopened 
its (kwrs in 
1986. the 
museum has 
beoipopuko'. 
But since the 
expansion 
thatlrq)ledits 
size two and 
a half years 
ago, the mu- 
seum has be- 
come a re- 
sounding 
success. It 
"^^— — — serves not 
only as an 
educ^k>nal fa- 
cility for thousands of school chil- 
dren each ye^, but has increased the 
quality of life for Virginia Beach 
residents, promoted a message of 
conserving our marine environment 
and added to the economic impact of 
our tourism industry. 

In the first year alone, it exceeded 
projected attendance figures and be- 
came one of the top marine science 
facilities and aquariums in the county . 
However, regardless of its success, 
the fact still remains that it is one of 
my favorite places to visit and bring 
guest. It tells of the journey of watCT 
through the variety of aquatic habi- 
tats in Virginia. From the ftesh wa- 
tos of a coastal river, to the brackish 
waters of a salt marsh, into the di- 
verse habitat of the Chesapeake Bay, 
and Anally ending in the vastexj^nse 
of the Atlantic Ocean. 

I'm constantly amazed at the dif- 
ferent kinds of plants and animals 
that call Virginia waters home. No 
matter how many times I visit, I ^- 
ways walk away having learned 
something new. 

De^ite the educational focus, {^t 
of what makes the Virginia Marine 
Science Museum successful, is that it 
is so much fun. Between the exhibits, 
touch tanks and hmids-on activities, 
there is something for everyone, no 
mattCT what the age. Ithink the grown- 
ups sometimes have more fun than 
the Iddte pfaQfing wkh ihe inmactive 
display^ — I know 1 do. 

But what mak» our museum truly 
excqHKMial, are the aquariums aid 
live animal habitats. I have y^ to 
decide which is my favorite. There is 



the 300,000-gallon Nwfolk Canyon 
Aquarium, which is the largest. It 
houses the durks, crevalle jade, stin- 
grays fflid other lar^ oce«i dwellers. 

Every tinn I see those foocious- 
looking sharks, it makes me happy 
there are nine inches of gliBs be- 
tween us. It's hard to believe this 
aquarium is a replica of an underwa- 
ter sanctuary located just off our coaa. 

C»tainly one of the tq)coat»)das 
foi' my favorite wouM be the sea 
turtle lank. Hie turtles are so grace- 
ful, they appear to be flying. How- 
ever, the staff tells me they are quite 
feisty, eqjeciallyatfeeding time. The 
conservation message of the museum 
is particularly strong hoe, siiKeall of 
the qiecies rqHesenied in the tank 
are endangoed. 

In fact, some of the turtles at die 
museum are there because they 
straicted rai oin- beaches. The mu- 
seum rehabilitates them and releases 
them back into the wild. 

Then there are, of course, the river 
otters. Located in the museum's south 
buildings, these local mammals spend 
their days swimming, eating, playing 
and sun bathing. I've ev«n had the 
honor of appearing with them in a 
broadcast of the children's show 
"A^nt Goodbook." And I must say 
they ffie not camera shy. Most people, 
myself included, are not even aware 
that we have river otters locally until 
visiting the museum. 

Hie harbor seals are another "must- 
see." But what makes this exhibit 
unique, is that it is located outside the 
museum's main entrance so that visi- 
tors can enjoy it, even after the mu- 
seum has ck«ed for the day. Every 
time I drive by. there is a crowd at the 
seal tank. The five male h^lxir seals 
are all brothers and came fnmi die 
aquarium in Mystic, Conn. They cer- 
tainly have adapted well to life in 
Virginia Beach. 

I haven't even touched on die avi- 
ary, Ches^ieake Bay Aquarium, 
coastal river room, nature walk or 
three touch tanks. There's also die 
IMAX3D dieater diat is die only one 
of its kind in Virginia. 

The museum has so much to offer, 
it's hard to talk about it all. It's truly 
a unique facility, md a& the mayw of 
Virginia Beadi. I ma proud to have it 
located in my city, and to have beoi 
partof it'ssuccess. It's something we 
cffii all take pride in and it' s rqxesen- 
tirive (tf whtt cut be aonmiMlalwd 
when weall w(Hk towardsacommon 
goal.

Joseph F. Powell made one of die best de- 
cisions in his life 22 years ago. 

After visiting a local meeting of die Order 
of Elks, he soon joined die benevolent «ga- 
nization, quickly rising among its leadership 
ranks. 

Today Powell, a Porumoudi native and 
Uiree time Exalted Ruler of the Virginia 
Beach Elks, is state president of die Vir- 
ginia Elks AssociadtMi. He is a resident of 
Chesapeake and a real estate broker widi 
Realty Executives in that city. 

As Virginia president, Powell oversees 32 
lodges statewide representing 12,000 mem- 
bers. A firmer State Elk of die Year, he also 
has anodier title on his resume — drug 
awareness chairman. It's a cause about 
which die Woodrow Wilson High School 
graduate is passionate. 

"I truly love Elkdom," Powell stressed. 
"It's about the diings we do to benefit our 
communities. I truly believe that we as indi- 
viduals draw fiom our communiUes and are 
obligated to give back." 

He does that dirough heavy involvement 
widi his own lodge, 2268 in Virginia Beach, 
which is just one of 2,300 in die country. 
National monbership is 1.3 million. 

"We are best known for our charitable 
work widi youdis and veterans." Powell ex- 
plained. "Last year we gave away more 
than $133 million from the Elks Nadonal 
Foundation." 

Except for the federal government, the 
Elks give away more scholarship money an- 
nually dian any other organization. Last 
year 508 students reaped $2.1 million for 
higher education. 

"Our top scholarship is $30,000. and I had 
die honor of presenting it to a young girl in 
Virginia Beach in 1994 going to William 
and Mary," he said. 

"On top of that, we also have a $500,000 
eniergency aid fund for children and grand- 
children of Elks, and we give away scholar- 
ships to Eagle Scouts. We've also just start- 
ed a new legacy scholarship for children of 
die Elks." ■ 

Tlie organization also spons(M-s the Hoop 
Shoot program, which more dian 3 million 
children participated in last year. The bas- 
ketball free dirow contest, which begins at 
die local level and ultimately advances to 
national competition, builds youdis' self- 
esteem. Winners are honored at the Basket- 
ball HaU of Fame. 

"We're also vwy Wg on veteran servke 
and (fang awareiHsst. In fact, last year we 
spent more than $11 million on veterans. 
We have a philosq)hy that as long as there 
is a hospitalized veteran, we will never for- 
get him," Powell said. 

Members "adopt" veterans and remember 
them at holidays and birdidays with gifts. 
Local lodges also visit veterans frequendy 
and host bingo games and other get togeth- 
ers. 

"As a matter of fact my lodge had a mo- 
torcycle rally just a couple of weeks ago to 
raise xaasity for the veterans hospital at Ke- 
coughtan," he added. 

The Elks also started a drug awareness 
IHt>gram in 1983 and have distributed more 
dian 110 million pines of literature nation- 
ally since then. In die past year. Powell es- 
timates the Virginia association has given 
out about 270,000 pamphlets. 

"We put an emphasis on parenting and 
have (me pamphlet diat I diink is just beau- 
tiful. It's pcx;ket-sized and says 'How can I 
tell if my child is on drugs?' Too often par- 
ents (fai't want to face it, but you can read 
diis and see the drug behaviors." he ex- 
plained. 

The Virginia Elks' major project is a 
youth camp in Clifton Forge, where each 
summer financially-disadvantaged children 
can enjoy a gettway from reality. 

All diese good deeds perf(mned by the 
order give Powell reason to smile. They're 
also a major reasm why he has dedicated 
himself so wholly to EUdom. 

"I joined the Elks 22 years ago when a 
friend of mine sponKxed me. I got into die 
chairmanships in die lodge aiKl was Exalted 
Ruler die first time in 1980. In 1981. 1 got 
involved with the big air traffic contnrilo' 
strike and got fired, so after that I b^ame 
more heavily involved with Elks and the 
state associaticHi. I look on chairmanship of 
die state drug awareness program in 1990 
and have stay^ widi it." 

Otho- honors and posts he has teld in- 
clude District Deputy Grand Exalted Ruin 




with jurisdiction over eight lodges in Soudi- 
east Virginia; Virginia Beach Elk of the 
Year 1989-90; Virginia Elks Association Elk 
of die Year 1991-92; and four years as state 
vice president. He was installed as state 
president in Juik. Powell is also past presi- 
dent of die Norfolk Chapter of the Profes- 
sional Air Traffic Controllers. 

As state i»esident, Powell's Map gcnl thu 
year is increasing membership. As wUh 
. many jNiblic sas'ux and charitable orgm- 
zations, membership is edging. He'd like Va 
see some "younger blood" — bodi men and 
womm — taking up the ouise. 

"We live in our communities and draw 
from our communities every day something 
diat we don't pay for. I feel we're mandated 
to give bask. That's why I do it. I'm giving 
back through my woik widi die children and 
drug education program." he said. "We 
need organizations like this to do good 
woriL."

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Lynnhaven House showcases colonial life in Virginia

Cormoondant 

In addition to touri of d» 
historic 18th-century Virginia 
home, Lynnhaven House ««ekmd 
visitors received a spectacular 
bonus on Saturday ~ Colonial 
Skills Day. 

They were afforded an 
opportunity to participate in hands- 
on coloniid crafts that ranged flnm 
dipping candles to making so^) as 
well as an occasion to witn^ 
detnontntions of 18th-centtuy 
q)inning, weaving, and dyeing. 

Historic interpretutwere also on 
hand to share local (^Imial history 
with visitors and to answn- 
questicms from curious guests. 

Colonial Skills Day has become 
an annual event that attncts 
visitors from all over Hampton 
Roads. 

Billie Counts, historic intnpreier 
and tour guide at the Lynnhaven 
House, began her association with 
the historic home as a visitor. 

"I've always liked colonial 
history," confided Counts. "I came 
out for a tour about four years ago. 
I volunteered, took the u«ining, 
and I've been out here ever since." 

Acting as a tour guide, Counu, a 
nurse by profession, specializes in 
growing herbs at home. She brings 
her expertise on the uses of h»bs 
to the herb and physic garden at die 
Lynnhaven House. 

"One herb," explained Counts, 
"could have multiple purposes. It 
could be used for dyeing, 
preserving food, or treating 
illnesses." 

Includedamong the herbs in the 
typical colonial garden were 
rosemary, oregano, sorrel, tansy, 
lemon balm, lady's bedstraw, 
teasel, lamb's ear, chives, mullein, 
andhordmmd. 

Counts pointed out that nnodem 
medicine has redlscovnvd some of 



the ancient herbal remedio. 
"You're starting to see articles 
about using St. John's w(m for 
depnasionand that's what ih^'ve 
alwaya used it for," she notod. 
"And ginieng. they've used for agea 
to increase energy. Now you hear 
about it all the time." 

"We're starting to get back to it 
now," Counts said, "nd I like 
that" 

Interjmttf Jane Siedledd 
demonstrated the time consuming 
process by which lOip ^wai 
produced in Virginia cdmial 
households. 

"There was no p<»fume in die 
soap, and the soap usually came 
out tlM coIot of the uh-a Uttle bit 
brownish." Siedkcki said. 

Animal fat and lye were the ba^ 
ingredients required for soq) 
making. 

The animal fat was rendered in 
large cauldrons for hours on a 
hardwood fire. Ashes fiom 
hardwood fires filled drip boxes. 
Water was poured into the dr^ 
boxes and allowed to drip dirough 
the ash. After seeping through the 
ash, it became lye and was 
collected in glass or cerank: 
vessels. 

The rendered fat and lye were 
mixed with wooden spoons aid 
sticks until the combination was 
thick and stiff like cake batter. It 
was then put into a tray or i»n and 
allowed to stand for three days and 
cut into blocks with wire. After 
three weeks of hardening, the soq> 
was ready to use. 

Open hearth coddng was 
another 18th-century skill that 
required a different mind set and 
constant vigilance. 

"The two leading causes of deadi 
in colonial women were chiklUrth 
and fire," declared interpreter 
M^jwte Smallie. 



C^ heaidi cooking presmteda 
such particular danger for wonrni 
that the petticoats worn over shifts 
w«e ^uiened widi two ties that 
could be quickly rdeased in case 
the petticoat caught Are. 

The unfortunate cook would 
unfastoi tl» ties, itop the petticoat 
and step out of the burning 
gsment. 

Colonial wcMnenwMeconstMitly 
thinking about fire. 

"They would have never nated 
cooking without a bucket ot aand 
and a bucket of water by die 
fireplace," SmaUle insisted. 
Wofktaig aafdy around Are had to 
be an conttttit concern. 

"If a lady did get burned, die 
chances of her not getting an 
infection from a l»d bum tmre Just 
about aero." Smallie said. "Of 
course, they didn't have any of die 
antiseptic ^ngs we have today — 
even to keep it clean." 

Btfban Brubaker was also on 
hand to demcmstraiethe ancient art 
ofmarbleizing. 

"Legal pliers woe matbldzed on 
the bttk so that diey could not be 
reproduced." Brubaker mentioned. 
Bocdcbinders who mastered the ait 
of marbleizing kept their [nocess a 
secret. Marbleizing was also used 
for stationery, lampshades, gift 
wrap pqier. and even faMc was 
maibleized. 

"Hie individuality of eachoiM of 
the designs is what makes it 
[maibleizbig] so special. But dien 
again. I also think its the element 
of chffiice too." Brubaker said. 
"You're not quite certun how its 
going to be." 

Ruby Ann Pritchett and her 
granddau^Mer. Aflon. offered 
Lynnhaven House visitors some 
insight into the chaiacteristicdyes 
that were available and the 
processes that were used for dye^ 
fabric and wool in cdonial 



Virginia. Walnuts, onion skin, 
indigo, and cochiMal were among 
the substances commonly used as 
iym. 

"Indigo is the magic dye," Said 
Ruby Ann Pritchett. When Ught- 
colored hWic or wool is dinied 
into the indigo dye. comes out a 
yellow color, "Magically, as die 
sunlight hiu it, it turns blue...," 
^explained. 

"Onion skins Juit make such a 
fabulous color — an onuige-biaMy 
colw." Pritchett noted. 

Ameriotn Revolutionary 
War re-enactor Evan "Buzz" 
Deemer of Chesapeake who 
portn^wd C^jtain UeutMumt 
jMkdi Child of the I^ncess Anne 
County Militia related acccNuiuctf 
his army service in New York with 
Lynnhaven House visitors. Ci^ain 
Child seem^ convinced that a 
British attack in Virginia was 
imminent. 

No Colonial Skills Day woidd 
be complete without a hmds-on 
candle nuking offering. Ellen Bott 
{novided that traditional source of 
entertainment for interested guests. 

"The kids are having a ball." 
Barta observed. "Watching die 
candles change right before their 
eyes ftom a liquid to a hard, molded 
candle is a fun-to-watch process." 
she said. 

Throughout the day Mardia 
Wallace entertained qipreciative 
guests with her enchanting songs 
and music on the hammered 
dulcimer, lap dulcimer and guitar. 
"Soldier's Joy" was one of her best 
received 18tii-century rounds. 

"This song is an example of how 
connected American music is to the 
music of tiie British Isles," Wallace 
maintained. 

"'Soldier's Joy' is a song tiiat 
goes back to Ireland, many, many 
years ago." Wallace said. "It has 
become a traditional

Unlike the hammer dulcimo', 
which has been used since Biblkal 
times, the mountain dulcimorthat 
Pelletier plays was first made by 
the eariy settlor in ilie 
A{q)a!achian mountains, he sakl. 

"Hie mountain dulcimer is one 
of the few truly American folk 
instruments," Pelletier continued. 
"It originated in the mountains oi 
Virginia and North Carolina in the 
mid 1700s" where it was used 
largely in the "small mountain 
churches." 

"And although we live in some 
pretty flat land, a lot of the people 
down here in the flatlands are very 
familiar with those n«}untains, so I 
was called in to do a 
demonstration," said Pelletier, who 
will perfcHin at 11:30 a.m. 

The dulcimo- has a sweet, qui^ 
sound that makes it suitable few the 
hymns and Appalachian ballads, 
including "Amazing Grace" and 
"Down in the Valley" that Pelletier 
plays. It's also voy easy to play, 
and Pelletier, whose background is 
in woodwofking, learned to play 25 
songs in one year despite his 
inability to read mu^c. 

It was his interest in 
woodworking that led to his 



fascination with the dvkma, 
Pelletier added 

He's probaUy b^ known locally 
for the small furniture iMisiness 
"Almost Shal«r" that he operates. 
The skill and attention to detail 
that the Shakers put into their 
furniture attracted him to that craft, 
he said. 

"I just like the work that ihey 
(the Shakers) did and the attitude 
they had," te said. 

"Their goal Js always to do the. 
best you can for man fflfid God, s^ I 
try to make my woodwcvking as 
perfect as I can." He became 
interested in making dufcimers 
because the process used Gar 
shaping the wood in that 
instrument is similar to the one 
used to shqie the Shalsr boxes. He^ 
had a friend who made dukimers 
"and he and I traded s«:rets," he

further stabilized the sink box by 
using iron decoys to hold the waia 
wings in place, and these decoys 
also helped attract waierfowL 

Hunters also used live decoys, or 
a live bird with weights tied to its 
lep to prevent it from flying, to 
attract others of its qwcies. Lee's 
coU«:tion includes both the iron 
decoys and the weights, which he 
collected from the bay's bottom 
with the help of a magneL 

Lee also carves miniature and 
fuIl-siiKd decoys that he markets at 
area shows, and he plans to 
demonstrate some carving 
techniques at the festival. 

"I grew up on Knotts Island," 
Lee <said. and I learned to carve 
from watching others." Noted 
local carvers Roamie and Curtis 
Wateifield "have helped me a lot" 

Agriculture, both commercial 
farming and gardening, is also a 
major part of the 'southan 
watershed culture, and the festival 
will include tours of local fsums. 
Festival-goers can pre-register for 
these tours at Farmers' Maiket, 
Butler said. 

Organic gardens Frank Orr will 
also show how to make a raised 
bed to grow vegetables or herbs. 
That form of gardening "is getting 
to be standard" but the concqx 
actually "dates back to nnedieval 
times," he said. 

Raised beds not only eliminate a 
lot of the work associated with 
gardening, they also improve 
drainage, which is "the big thing 
around here," Orr said. He 
recommends using Trex, a type of 
recycled plastic, rather than wood 
to shore up the beds. Wood, 
particularly railroad ties, is usually 
treated with potentially harmfid 
chemicals, he explained. 

Organic gardening is really 
nothing new, he added. 

"I had a victory garden during 
World War H." he said."Wewere 
gardening organically then, we just 
didn't know it" 

On seeks to educate people to 
garden without chemicals "for their 
own health mi fat the ecology," he 
said. "I've always been interested in 
education, and in making peq)le 
aware (tf things." 

Education is one focus of this 
festival, which will include a 
demonstration by Orr iuid exhibits 
by the Virginia Dare Soil and 
Water Conservation District, the 
Virginia Marine Science Museum 
Slraidii^Teaffl and MiAile MviiK

FRANKLIN — Mary Francis 
Newsome speaks slowly and softly 
when remembering her mother. 

Two years ago, Frances Wade 
Newsome died after 17 years of 
suffering from Alzheimer's dis- 
ease. 

"She didn't even know she had 
the disease until six months before 
she passed away," Newsome said. 

Because the disease goes 
undiscussed and unrecognized so 
much, local organizers will host a 
Memory Walk in early October. 

"There are social stigmas con- 
cerning Alzheimer's that are still 
prevalent today. 

"Because so many people are 
under the misconception it is a 
mental illness, and not a physical 
disorder, the topic is often swept 
under the rug," she added. 

Alzheimer's is a progressive 
brain disorder affecting memory, 



thought, behavior, personality and 
eventually muscle control. 

At present there is no known 
cause, cure or prevention for what 
is called a "silent 
epidemic." Alzheimer's affects 
more than four million Americans, 
and there are 856 known cases in 
this region. 

Newsome will never forget the 
day she found out her mother had 
Alzheimer's. 

"For years we noticed her per- 
sonality had changed. She was for- 
getful, and seemingly afraid to 
leave her house. 

"When they told her, she said 
'Thank God they know what is 
wrong with me, and I know it's just 
a disease. I thought I was going 
crazy,'" said Newsome. 

"She began medication, and was 
able to enjoy some quality of life 
until she passed in July 1996," she 
said.

Consultants pick for parkway route 
under attack from Beach council

Consultants have recommended the 
construction of Ferrell Parkway -^Mio 
General Booth Boulevard to Sandbi^ 
beach along with improvements to the 
existing Sandbridge Road. 

The Sandbridge Road Corridor Study 
presaitcd to City Council at a woikshop 
Tuesday by consultants Wiley and 
Wilson, however, raised more questions 
from council members with Vice Mayor 
William D. Sessoms Jr. suggesting 
shelving of the whole project. 

Princess Anne District Councilwontan 
Barbara Henley said that the two issues 
are improved access to Lago Mar and 
Sandbridge as a destination. She also sakl 
that it was important to work with the 
state and federal regulatory agcncks and 
questioned why the city would speaA 



major dollars on two roads to get to the 
same destination. 

She said the proposal doesn't take into 
account the baffic headed for Sandbridge 
that uses Indian River Road. 

The alternate (of 12 audied) 
recommended by Wiley and Wilson 
would cost $17.2 million, the lowest 
cost of the alternates. It would need no 
land from the Back Bay National WiUlife 
Refuge and would be 4.1 mii» in length. 
A straight run, as compared to the 
existing curving Sandbridge Road, the 
road would provide access to the 
residential developments along the way. 
It is the pteferied choice of the Lago Mar 
Civic League, the Lotus Drive/Flanagans 
Lane/Sandl»idgeRoad Civic Group and a 
group from the Sandbridge Civic League, 
although it prefers Sandbridge Road 
improvements. 



The regulatory agencies — among 
them the U.S. Army Corps of Engineers 
and The Fish and Wildlife Service — said 
Clarence Wamstaff, acting public worics 
^KOoi, adamantly oppose the 
construction of Ferteli Parkway 
recommended by the consultants. 

This opposition led S^soms to remark 
that he h(^)ed "we're not going to hit our 
heads against a brick wall." He said that 
an awful lot of money was involved and 
he was "not so certain we wouldn't be 
betto' off if we could shelve this." 

Bill Davidge, with Wiley and Wilson, 
said that the road would be four-lanes 
west of Atwoodtown Road and two lanes 
east of Atwoodtown Road, joining the 
existing Sandbridge Roadalipment as it 
anxoaches the beach. 

Six of the alternatives would be four 
lanes throughout and six would be 



divkled. Some of the alternatives included 
the construction of a collector road in the 
Ferrell Parkway right-of-way, a feature 
council membars seemed to like. The 
recommended alignment, however, does 
not include the collector street whk;h 
would cost an additional $2.3 milUon. 
The recommended alternative includes 
improvements to the existing Sandbridge 
Rend plus widoung of shoulders, sign 
and signal ization improvements. 

Included in the |Roposal is an 800-foot 
k)ng bridge ova the Ashville Creek and a 
valuable wetlands west of the credc. The 
$3.2 million bridge is inchided in the 
$17.2 million total, Wamstaff said. 

Even if the 800-foot bridge is not 
built, the project would still require a 
120-foot bridge over the waterway. .

"Personally, 1 grew up knowing my 
great-grandmother, who was 97 wten 
she died." said Carolyn Barkley. 

Mat and more Americans are t^ing 
an interest in learning more about their 
ancMtry. 

Back in 1995, American 
Demographics reported that more than 
100 million Americans had started 
tractag their family roots. 

The magazine said ^ults aged 35 to 
44 showed the Uicmgesl interest in 
genealogy. That interest may result 
from die rootleMies of a very mobile 
§Buetttion.

Instead of being surrounded by family 
members who passed on the family 
history, many people need to look up 
the information themselves in an effort 
to And their roots and develop a 
personal history. 

Barkley, president of the Virginia 
Beach Genealogical Society, awl her 
grandfather was a city clerk in 
Massachusetts. In his position, he was 
the custodian of vital records for his 
city. 

"At a really early age, he pasMd 
onto me the importance of Qtost kind 
of records md pr^rving them," said 
Barkley. 

Barkley, who manages the Central 
Library, said her interest in geneatogy 
dovetails well with being a IflMvian 
and "being on the hunt - de^;tive 
work." 

Although she has researched ta'own 
family history extensively, the cmtral 
lil»^arian said, "I really don't care 
nAoae family b is. 

"The process of finding whM ikey 
want to know is as excitii^ u 
my own family." 



It is in this spirit that the Geneatogy 
Bur is held. 

Basic genealogy is family history, 
said Barkley. Who are your ancestors 
and whtt iitformation can you obtain 
aboitt them? 

"Many people stop at finding out 
birth, marriage and death dales, but 
you don't learn much about die person 
- they don't come alive for you." said 
Barkley. 

The librarian added. "For me, it's 
more interesting to put them in die 
coiMBxt of their lives, whKh is - whtt 
was ffmg on around them socially and 
historically."

DOMESTIC VIOLENCE AWARENESS MONTH 

War on the homefront 

■ Every 15 seconds a woman is battered in 
the United States by her husband, boyfriend 
or live-in partner. 

P Ninety-five percent of domestic violence is 
directed at women. 

■ There are at least 4 million reported inci- 
dents of domestic violence against women 
every year; of these, 20 percent are aggravat- 
ed assaults within the home. 

■ Fifteen to 25 percent of all pregnant 
women are battered. 

■ More than 53 percent of male abusers 
beat their children. 

These statistics, compiled by National 
Women Abuse Prevention, aren't pretty, yet 
neither is the problem underlying them — do- 
mestic abuse. 

Defined as a pattern of physical, verbal, sex- 
ual and/or emotional battering of one person 
by another, it robs the victim of self-esteem 
and creates a sense of hopelessness. It re- 
spects no one — no race, gender or social 
class. 

October is Domestic Violence Awareness 
Month. Across Hampton Roads organizations 
are uniting to bring attention to this "dirty lit- 
tle secret" of America's households. But for 
some, simply understanding why a woman 
would tolerate repeated abuse is a puzzle. 

The reasons women stay are as varied as the 
women themselves. They may feel that the vi- 
olence is their fault, or they may have no 
place to go if they leave. Other reasons are 
Just as compelling — they may feel divorce is 
wrong, that the must stay for the sake of the 
children, that if they leave their lives will be 
in danger. Still others accept levels of vio- 
lence in their relationship under the mistak- 
en belief that this Is Just the way of life for 
them. 

But it doesn't have to be. 

Domestic Violence Awareness Month is the 

perfect time to make the change, or at least 

dispel myths about this nationwide dilemma. 

Among the most common: 

■ Domestic violence is not a big problem. 

■ Only lower-class men beat their partners. 

■ If a woman really wants to avoid abuse, 
she can Just leave. 

■ Drunkenness causes assaults. 

The first step to getting out of an abusive 
home is recognizing that you are an abused 
partner. 

You may be battered if you are frightened of 
your partner's temper; are often compliant 
because you are afraid to hurt your partner's 
feelings or are afraid of your partner's anger; 
have the urge to "rescue" your partner when 
your partner is troubled; find yourself apolo- 
gizing to yourself or others for your partner's 
behavior; make decisions about your activities 
and friends according to your partner's 
wants; drink heavily or use drugs; or. have 
been abused as a child or seen your mother 
abused. 

Once you've recognized any of these symp- 
toms in yourself — or someone you care about 
— the next step is finding the way to stop this 
cycle. 

This may mean leaving your partner, which 
isn't always easy, or first making a call to one 
of Hampton Roads' domestic violence hotli- 
nes. A caring, confidential listener on the 
other end of the line will counsel you on your 
options, or provide you the listening ear you 
need: Norfolk, Women in Crisis, 625-5570; 
Portsmouth and Chesapeake, Help and Emer- 
gency Response, 485-3384; Virginia Beach, 
Samaritan House, 430-2120; or Suffolk, Ge- 
nieve Shelter, 1-800-838-8238. 

These hotlines also provide shelters to bat- 
tered women and children, allowing them 
time to get back on their feet and start anew 
In a safe, discreet haven. 

There are no easy answers, and still more 
questions. In this war on the homefront. Dur- 
ing Domestic Violence Awareness Month, take 
the time to learn v^at you can do to stop the 
violence.

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Building character can be lonely

our infancy and continues until 
death." — Eleanor Roosevelt 

Building character is something 
we must work at on a regular 
basis. No matter how hard we 
strive to improve ourselves, the 
task never ends so long as we are 
still alive.

Among his self-diagnosed 
faults were wasting time, stewing 
around over trifles, and arguing aid 
contradicting people. 

Franklin saw his faults as snious 
characto' flaws, and was detemiined 
to do something about them. Each 
week, Franklin would select one of 
his faults and do battle with it, 
keq>ing records of his progress. 

How many of us are willing to 
acknowledge our faults and do 
battle with them? How many of us 
can readily see how we coukl 
improve our character? 

Perh^s those of us who cannot 
recopize our faults should focus 
on the most common faults we see 
in other people, and then seriously 
consider the possibility that we 
might have some of the same 
faults that we find so distasteful in 
others. 

If we are totally honest with 
ourselves, most of us will find that 
we have so many faults that it 
would be an impossible task to 
deal with all of them at the same 
time. 

So, like Ben Franklin, we too 
can tackle just one of our 
shortcomings at a time. We can 



concentrate on self-improvement in 
one area until we feel we have 
made sufficient progress to move 
on to another area. 

Many of us place a high priority 
on such things as proper nutrition, 
adequate exercise, and prevoitive 
health care. 

Perhaps we should also place a 
high priority on character building. 
Is character building any less 
important than body building? 

Is there any doubt in any of our 
minds that our character is less 
than perfect? Wouldn't self 
improvement in this area benefit us 
as weU as those around us? 

Character building may never 
become as popular as diet and 
exercise programs. But then why 
do we always have to follow the 
pack? 

Why can't we just decide what is 
right for us and do it. no matta 
how little company we ha>«.

Stella Calkins always enjoyed "practical" 
sewing for years —stitching clothing, hem- 
ming slacks, working the sewing machine, 
anything to produce something wearable. 

Then the Virginia Beach resident discov- 
ered what she calls an "ageless art," quilt- 
ing, and has been working on this labor d 
love ever since. 

"Quilting is taking perfectly good material 
and cutting it up into little pieces and 
sewing it back together again," she mused. 

Millions of these little scraps — and the 
ladies who work them into material art — 
will come together this weekend for what 
Calkins proclaims is the ultimate "show and 
tell." It's the Tidewater Quilters Guild's 
17th Quilt Show, "Quilting: An Ageless 
Art." Starting Friday and running through 
Sunday, the Chesapeake Conference Center 
plays host to the event. 

Calkins is chairperson of the show, which 
the guild hopes will draw 1,500 quilting en- 
thusiasts from across Hampton Roads. Not 
only will members display their works and 
compete for honors, but vendors are travel- 
ing from as far as Florida and Mas- 
sachusetts to sell their wares. 

Organizing the event is no small job. Be- 
cause it takes more than a year to plan, the 
quilt show is held every two years. Calkins 
said she got wrangled into chairing the 
event because "I couldn't keep my right 
arm down" when nominations were sought. 
She has been active in the guild for five 
years. 

"It really takes about 14 to 16 months to 
organize one of these things, so you really 
can't do it every year," she explained. 

In past years the guild traditionally held 
the fund-raiser at the Virginia Beach Dome. 
When it was torn down the show had to find 
a new home. The guild tried other sites that 
proved usable, but they anticipate the 
roomy new Chesapeake Conference Center 
will be best. 

"It's also at a good time of year," said 
Calkins, as people begin their holiday shop- 
ping. 

The 1998 show brings together shopping 
opportunities, a silent auction, exhibits, 
competitions, demonstrations, workshops 
and activities for children. Even some histo- 
ry is sewn into the theme of the weekend 
event — appropriate since next year marks 
the 430-member guild's 20th anniversary. 

A special feature at this year's event is 
the silent auction of locally-made quilts and 
other items to benefit the American Cancer 
Society, Full Circle AIDS Hospice and the 
Virginia QuiltCTS Museum in Harrisonburg. 

To introduce the ageless art to new gener- 
ations, free children's classes will be of- 
fered all day on Saturday allowing youths 
aged 6 to 16 to try their hand at quilting. 
Color workshops and quilt tying will also be 
offered during the day's youth education 
programming. There will be no admission 
fee for youngsters accompanied by an adult 
on Saturday. 

Visitors can also learn about the use f£ 
quilts as secret signals for the Underground 
Railroad during the American abolition 
movement. The Peninsula-based 54-40 
African-American Quilters Guild will offer a 
special program Sunday to explore the use 
of quilts as codes. 

While enjoying 200 handmade quilts de- 
signed by amateurs and artisans, patrons 
can vote for their favorites during the Peo- 
ple's Choice Awards. Vendors will be on 
hand with fabrics and other quilting-related 
merchandise, and area quilters' handiwork 
will be on sale in a guild boutique. 

Of course. Calkins — a professed "fabri- 
cholic" — hopes the event will also spark 
some interest in the guild. The organization 
meets twice monthly at First Baptist Church 
of Norfolk on Kempsville Road and repre- 
sents membership from all walks of life. 
There are nurses, bank executives, CPAs, 
electricians, engineers, stay-at-home moms, 
even a group of NATO wives with an enthu - 
siasm for quilting. 




"And there are a couple men — always 
one or two," Calkins said. 

Membership is open to anyone aged 16 
and older interested in the art of quilting. 
Guests are welcome to attend one meeting 
and encouraged to join at their second. An- 
nual dues are $20 and include the benefits 
of programs, newsletter, show and tell, 
block-of-the-month kits and a library of 
quilting books from which to borrow. 

The guild also does community service 
projects, including crib-sized quilts for the 
CANDD House (children with AIDS), bed- 
size quilts for local battered women's shel- 
ters, small quilts for the Children's Ho^ital 
of the King's Daughters, and fund-raising 
Christmas tree skirts for Chesapeake Gener- 
al Hospital's cancer treatment center.

pick some green beans or lima 
beans, when cooler weather keeps 
them green and tender longer. 

And if you're addicted to vine- 
ripened tomatoes, you don't have 
to w(»ry yet because they're likely 
to be around for a few weeks yet. 

But pumpkins, in all their huge 
orange splendor, are deflnitely the 
crowning gl(»y of the fall proiduce 
season. If you ride out into the 
country this month, you'll see 
whole fields full of them, and 
whether you plan to carve a jack-o- 
lantem or bake a pie with yours, 
you won't come back disai^inted. 

"It's really fall," said Winky 
Henley, as he watched customo^ 
return from a hayride on his 
Charity Neck Road farm one recent 
bright cool day. 

Hay rides have become oaditional 
during pumpkin season, and 
Henley's Farm offers customers a 
chance to ride, via a tiaciar-drawn 
wagon, into the fields to pick their 
own pumpkin. 

"I wanted a big, dirty one," said 
Scotty Szabo, 3, of Virginia 
Beach, proudly displaying a 
smudge of dirt on the side of his 
pumpkin. Szabo and his brothers, 
Robert, 8 and Kenny, 5 were 
struggling to carry the pumpkins 
they'd gathered on their hayride. 
The boys were burdened with 
several pumpkins, and Robert 
staggered under the weight of an 
unusually large one. 

The older boys planned to use 
theirs for pumpkins, but Scotty 
said that he planned "to put mine 
in the garage and keq> it." 

Henley's also has a bumper crop 
of green beans and bmabeans 
right now, and some people am 
Slocking their freezers for the 
winter. 

"Honey, I can't lift this buck^ 
up here, I'm not even going to 
try," one picker said when she 
brought in a tall bucket, filled with 
beans, to be weighed. 

For those who don't have the 
time or desire to pick their own 
pumpkins and vegetables, there are 
plenty already picked at Ifentey's 
and at other area produce stands. 
There's also a vmiety of squash and 
green and hot peppers availid>le 
right now, and the local sweet 



potatoes are starting to come in. 

And although many people 
probably think fall fruits are 
limited to apples and persimmons, 
October is also the season for 
scuppemongand muscadine gnq)es. 
David Swoope of Swoope's 
Produce Stand on Gum Bridge 
Road is selling these k)cal 
favorites, which can be used in 
wines and preserves or eaten raw. 

And if you're more interested in 
Halloween fun than in stocking 
your panuy or freezer, the country 
is still the place you want to be 
this season. 

Hunt Club Produce and otho* 
local farms are offering hayrides 
and group outings, and the annual 
haunted hayrides will begin at Hunt 
Club Oct. IS and continue through 
Halloween. 

That farm is also featuring 
amusement rides this month, and 
they schedule field trips for school 
groups. There's plenty of animals, 
including turkeys, chickens, hens, 
peacocks, geese, goats and a 



reindeer there too. 

"Thepum{ridns are awesome this 
year." said Debbie Setzer. who 
works at that London Bridge Road 
farm. 

Stalks, she added, were a little 
harderto And this year because so 
many blew down in the huiriome, 
but both Hunt Club. Henleys and 
other local produce stands are 
offering the ownstalks, as well as 
bales of hay, gourds, miniature 
pumpkins and Indian corn for 
HaUoween decorations. 

And the growing season is not 
over yet. The later fall crops, 
including broccoli . coUards anl 
cabbage, should be ready be 
November, said Stormy Henley. 
The recent dry weather has made 
everything a little late this year, 
she added. 

"The dry weather has slowed 
everything down," she said, "but 
they'll be ready by November. 
We'll also have collards next 
month, and we have hanover and 
kale this year, too."

City Manager James K. Spore 
said that no additional funds will be 
spent on the project until future 
expenditures are determined in the 
capital improvement program. 

Congressman Owen Pickett has 
indicated an interest in the pixiject 
and Councilman W.W. Vtartiaoa Jr. 
a^ed the staff to find out why. He 
wond^ed whether it had anything 
to do with the federal jffopwty 
being used for evacuation purposes. 
Harrison also wanted to know 
what weight was given to eco- 
tourism and to look at the routes 
preferred by the Fish and WiUlife 
Service and the possibility of 
nature trails along the way. 
According to staff, an aesthetics 
plan has been included along the 
recommended route. 

"What I see," said Harrison, 
"looks more like Great Neck 
Road." He also asked whether the 
alignment would provide better 
access to Hells Point Golf Course 
and two others which may be in 
the area. He said that he heard from 
some consultant that golf 
affiliation was important. 

Davidge said that it was not an 
expressed goal of the study to 
improve golf course and eco- 
tourism access, but that access to 
Hells Point would be improved. 
Using the recommraded route to 
Sandbridge also would cut 2 1/2 
miles from the trip. 

Harrison also said that one 
alternative would accomplish the 
same result without crossing die 
creek. 

In April of 1996, the Back Bay 
National Wildlife Refuge offered to 
swap land they owned adjacent to 
the existing Sandbridge Road in 
exchange for city -owned Fenell 
Parkway Phase VII right-of-way. 
The city dropped Ferrell Paricway 
Phase VI and VII from the capital 
improvement program in April of 
1993. 

Fenell Parkway Phase II and V 
are included in the current cspital 
improvement program. Wamstaff 
said that the regulatory agencies ae 
willing to look at these projects 
without k)oking at VI and VII. 

One is the construction of a four- 
lane paikway from Dam Neck Road 
to Ferrell Parkway and the other is 
the construction of a four-lane 
divided roadway on a six-lane right- 
of-way with a bike path, from 
Princess Anne Road at Noth 
Courthouse Loop to that part of 
Ftenrell Parkway Phase V 
previously cmstructed to provide 
access to the Princess Anne 
Recreation Center. 

Also included in the current 
capital budget is $500,000 fw the 
Sandbridge Road corridor study. 
The study was to determine the 
feasibility for constructing 
improvements cm the existing two- 
lane roadway from Princess Anne 
Road to Sandfiddler Road. Hie 
study was to analyze altonative 
routes. 

Henley pointed out that tfie 
roadway was first named False 
Cape Parkway because it was 
supposed to go to the Outer Banks. 
It was later named Ferrell Paricway 
in honor of former council membo" 
George FwreU. 

She said that the study came 
about because of the prqx)sed land 
swap and to establish a mutually 
productive paruiership betw^n the 
refuge and the city. She said that it 
was important to work with the 
agoKies. 

"It makes me wonder why we arc 
not more concerned with die 
agencies — if they are not 
supporting this." 

With the construction of Ferrell 
I^ikway, Davidge said the level of 
service will be "C" — the tc^ 
level is "A" and the lowest level 
"E," — but Henley wanted to 
know what it would be during the 
peak summo- times. 

Councilman Linwood Branch ID 
said the city should spend more 
time finding out the position of the 
regulatory agenci^. 

"If we're going to be running up 
a brick wall. I hate to spend 



money," a position to which 
Sessoms agreed later. Hesugge^ed 
finding out how "adamant" the 
agencies were to the construction 
of Ferrell Pjffkway. 

Councilwoman Reba McQaimi 
added, "If they don't let us build 
that road we're in real trouble." 

Henley said that an access to 
Sandbridge needs improvem«it 
whether you build Fenell ftttkway 
or not. She said that the agencies 
see going through a sensitive area 
as damaging die environment. She 
said that the refuge's land swap 
offer deso^res some answa. 

Wamstaff said the agencies were 
mostly concerned with the area 
from Atwoodtown Road to die 
beach. 

Widi construction slated to begin 
in mid- 1999 if the project is 
approved and money is available, 
safety improvements to Sandbridge 
Road w}uld come firsL 

Next would be the improvement 



and reconfiguration of the Prince 
Anne Road/Sandbridge Road 
intas»:tkm. 

Ferrell Parkway would then be 
extended from General Boodi 
Boulevard to Townfield Lane; 
6,700 feet of Sandbridge Road to 
Sandfiddler Road would be 
reconstructed, reconfiguring 
SandlnidgeRoad to 9 right angle 
intersection at NfcClanan's Curve 
to eliminate the worst curve and to 
reach the final configuration vs^we 
Sandbridge Road meets Ferrell 
Partway. 

The next segment to be built 
would be the extension of Ferrell 
Parkway from Townfield Lane to 
Atwoodtown Road (6,000 feet) and 
the last segment would be the 
completion of Ferrell Parkway 
from Atwoodtown Road to 
McClanan's (6,000 feet including 
the 800-foot bridge over Ashville 
Bridge Creek). 



Council rejects four 
of five amendments

It didn't take City Council long 
to come up with the answers 
Councilman Louis R. Jones was 
looking for. 

Jones, who represents council on 
the Hampton Roads Planning 
District Commission, said the 
commission planned to take a 
position on the five proposed 
amendments to the Constitution (tf 
Virginia Uiat will be on the Nov. 3 
ballot. He wanted to know how he 
should vote for council. 

Council members, who were 
curious about why the commission 
was taking a position at all, 
quickly gave Jones the direction he 
sought. Council was against all 
but one of the amendments — a 
motherhood and apple pie son of 
thing that would permit penons 
employed overseas and their 
families who are qualified to vote 
in Virginia except for having givoi 
up a hcHne in Virginia to ccmtinue 
to vote in Virginia while overseas 
subject to the conditions and time 
limits set by law. 

That will be the first amendment 
on the ballot. 

Council previously dismissed 
numbers three and four. They are 
the ones that authorize i^reanents 
among localities for sharing the 
revenues and costs of a specified 
Ismd area and establishing a spedal 
governing body fcM* the area, and 
that a combination of localities be 
allowed to contract debt as paitot 
an agreement to share the revalues, 
tax base or the benefits (^ 
economic growdi and exemiM this 
class of debt from the ceiling on 



local debt for cities and towns and 
from the requirement for a local 
referendum for coundes. 

City Manager James K. Spne 
said diese two amendments wouU 
not benefit the city one way or 
anodier. 

Number five would authorize die 
General Assembly to give local 
governments the Option of 
eliminating, in whole or in part, 
either the business, professional or 
occupational license tax or die 
merchants capital tax or both. 
Councilman Harold Heischober 
said diat if this passes and die city 
chooses to keep the tax in place, 
other cities may set up a 
competirive situation by 
diqwnsing with the tax. 

Councilman Linwood Branch III 
said diat he was concerned about 
people who are not elected having 
taxing auUiority. He also said die 
city doesn't "need a bunch of stuff 
in diere" whui its major concerns 
are the school and library 
rcEnendums. 

Then number two fell by die 
wayside. That would delete die 
present requirement that die 
proceedings of the Judicial Inquiry 
and Review Commission 
concerning charges against judges 
shall be confidential so that the 
General Assembly can provide by 
law to what extent commission 
proceedings and documents will be 
confidential. 

Councilwoman Reba McClanan 
said die commission should be left 
die way it is. She said diat peopte 
make a lot of allegations and that 
politicians ^ould be kept out of 
the process.

Park interpreter 
made smooth move 
from mountains to shore

It's a long way from the Virginia 
mountains to False Cape Stale 
Park, but if you ask Sarah Cosby 
what she likes about her new job, 
she'll tell you it's the location. 

"I'm really kind of a beach girl," 
said Cosby, a native Richmondo' 
who majored in wildlife 
management at Virginia Tech. '1 
love the mountains, too but I could 
beachcomb forever, and it's so 
lemote down here." 

Cosby, who was recently hired as 
park interpreter, said that the best 
thing about her job is "sharing 
with other people the things I've 
leaned about nature. I love showing 
them something they've never seen 
before, or something they've 
always been afraid of. Then maybe 
the next time they see it they 
won't be so afraid of it." 

Although her job title is 
"interpreter," she thinks of herself 
as a teacher, and whether she's 
identifying a feather for a park' 
visitor or encouraging a novice to 
climb into a canoe for the first 
time, she's obviously very 
comfortable in that role. 

"That feather's from a northern 
flicker," she said as one pak 
visitor held up a small black 
feather for her to examine on a 
recent afternoon. 

"It's a yellow-shafted 
woodpecker," she explained, 
pointing out the yellow streak, 
"but you can't really sec the yellow 
until the bird flics." 

Later, as fog settled in on Back 
Bay and a warm, sunny day 
changed into a cool, misty night, 
Cosby led a group of canoeists of 
varying levels of experience on a 
sunset canoe trip around the bay. 

The visitors, some of whom had 

never been in a canoe before, all 

left tired but happy after having 

seen a nesting osprey, a couple of 

graceful snow-white egrets and a 

faint crescent moon rising above 
the mist. 

For Cosby, it was all in a 

day's work. She's at the False 
Cape Contact Station, oi leading a 
group through the park, anytime 
her job demands it 

That often includes nights, eariy 
mornings and weekends, and she 
spent a recent steamy Saturday 
inside the contact station prq)»ing 
an outdoOT ecology lesson for five 
and six-year oUs. 

But whether she's indoors 
writing lesson plans f(»^ small 
children ot outdoors heliHag adults 
learn to canoe, slie tdces a lot of 
sausfactMi fitmi her woric. 

"I think this can be adapts to 
older kids, too" she said as die 
finished jotting (town her ide^ ior 
an upccming clais, "I'll type it up 
on the ccmputersid list my goals 
and (ri^jectives, so that even if I'm 
sick one day someone else can 
iKch my class." 

Cosby, wlw also UK)k seme, 
ediMSticm classes at Virginia Tech, 
decid»lon a ov^r with the smt 
pak lyAMB n^er than the pMx.

the marshes, she hopes to teach 
kids, and adults, things that will be 
useful to them in suburbia. 

"I want to get a hermit crab to 
use in my lessons," she said, 
"because so many people arc 
keeping them as pets now. I want 
to teach them how to take care of 
them. You have to provide a 
couple of larger shells for them, 
because the crab outgrows its oW 
shell, and if it doesn't have another 
to climb into, it will die. And 
usually people aren't told this 
when they buy them." 

The 24-year-old "always loved 
animals" and, although she grew 
up in the city, she acquired a taste 
for outdoor advenuires during her 
13-year-stint as a Girl ScouL 

"I didn't like baking cookies, or 
the council activities that much," 
she said. "But I found a u-oop that 
went camping and white-water 
rafting. The Girl Scouts wouldn't 
approve of these activities then, 
but our leader liked to do them, so 
she took us just on her own, as a 
group of friends. And I'd like to 
give other girls that chance." 

COfby also worked for 
awhile as a white water raft guide 
in Richmond. 

"I would take the people down 
the James River, and there were a 
couple of rapids," she said. 
"Basically my job was to sit in the 
back and steer." The guests, she 
said, did the paddling, but Sarah 
told them exactly what to do when. 
"I would help them get fitted into 
lifejackets, and I'd teach them the 
basic suokes," she said. 

Cosby initially intended to be a 
veterinarian, but she changed her 
mind and opted for a major in 
wildlife management, with a minor 
in agriculture education. 

She graduated from Virginia Tech 
in 1 996 and she and her hu^and. 
Bob, settled in Virginia Beach. 

She began her job at False Cape 
this spring, and she likes it so well 
she hopes to stay permanently, she 
said. The people and the animals 
are fun, but a job in a wilderness 
setting also has other benefits. 

Commuting to work is a big 
plus, she said. 

"I laugh when I hear the traffic 
reports and hou- about all of the 
congestion on the interstate," she 
said. About the only traffic that 
she encounters on the park's access 
road are the animals, including 
deer, snakes, and feral hogs and 
pcmies who also use that path. 

But if you ask her what her 
favorite animal is, she hesitates. 

"I like the raccoons," she sa^, 
"because they're so smart and 
entertaining. And I'd love to s^ a 
bobcat hoe." 

Cosby loves all of the animals, 
she adds, although she admits that 
she M a few thinp U) l^n irixwt 
shorebirtis when she first moved 
here. "The mointaim »e a diffi^t 
ecosyst^n, and ttere are diffiaent 
animals thc^," she said. "When I 
first nK}v^ Iktc I didn't know all 
of ite diffoent typ^ of ploi^s."

Fiscal year 1997-98 was the 'T»st year 
we've evo- had," Donald Maxwdl, 
economic development directin', told city 
council at a work session this week. 

The year, in comparison with the 
previous year, saw a 218 percent increase 
in constructed square feet, a 205 percent 
increase in absorption of existing square 
feet, a 49 percent increase in capital 
investment, a 347 percent increase in 
new job creation, a 162 percoit inoease 



in job retention and a 668 pocent 
increase in land sales. 

Maxwell presented a rosy picture with 
die annual report of the Virginia Beach 
Industrial Development Authority, 
underscwing the $17,975,000 capital 
investment of new business. During the 
year 18 new companies came into the 
city providing 649 new jobs, absorbing 
191,800 square feet of industrial/office 
space, and requiring 287,000 square feet 
of build-to-suit industrial/offlce spoie. 

To accommodate the new businesses, 
11.5 acres were sold in Ocearu West 



Corporate Park and 3.5 acres in the 
Witchduck area. 

In addition there were 19 business 
expansions, four business retentions 
creating 3,899 new jobs and retaining

Russell E. I^den and Harry Ja^er, 
avocational archaeologists from the 
Archaeological Society of Virginia. 
IHOvided guests to the historic site with 
both visual aid hands-4» progruns. 

"We're here today to offer our servkxs 
to the Lynnhaven House and to educate 
and eiK»urage young people to be good 
stewards — conserving and preying 
our archaeological history in Virginia," 
Darden explained. 

While Darden presented slide and 
videotape discussion programs to 
visitors, Jaeger was busy seeding a patch 
of ganten with an ass<»unent of arti£Eicis 
such as pottery shards, projectile points, 
and animal bcmes. 

After putting the science of 
archaeology into the proper perqjective, 
Dirden sent Uie youdiful aspirants out to 
the pateh of ground in which Jaeger had 
buried authentic prehistcnic and hiaoric 
artifacts. 

Under Jaeger's supervision, die 
program participants were taught to 
properly use a trowel. As they 
miraculously located and laieailhed 
genuine artifacts, diey woe instriKted to 
place the shards and bones that lltey 
located in a communal collection basket 

An avocational uchaedogia, according 
to Darden. is not paid for his 
archaeotogical services nor does he work 
for any archaeotogical service fimi.

woric for the Department of Historic 
Resources and for the Archaeological 
Society of Virginia." 
- The Archacolflgical Society of Virginia 
(ASV) has about 1100 members 
statewide and pcovictes valuable human 
resoim;es for excavations within the 
sute. Widiout volunteer labor, many 
archaeotogical excavation projects would 
be impossible. 

Darden emphasized that the ASV 
publishes material on everything that 
dtey excavate. 

"The big thing in archaeology is to 
puUi^ your findings," Darden noted. 

"If not. then you're just out here being 
a pot hunter," he said. "We calainly 
don't wait that to occur." 

Ciffrently. the Archaeological Society 
of Virginia has about 50 (Mkmt 
publications in |Mint. The (»ganization, 
founcfedin 1940, is 58 years old ad 
disseminates archaeological information 
throughout the United States. 

Both Darden and Jaeger have been 
involved with the excavation of the 
Cactus Hill Site in Sussex County, 
Virginia — the oldest prehistoric man 
site in the Western Honi^^re. 

"Our crew will be working 
continuously for the next two weeks," 
Darden related. "We're excavating a 
16,670 B.C. fx^isiork man site." 

Harry Jaeger has been — at times — 
both an avocational archaralogist and a 
professional archaeological fteld 
technk:ian. 

"The quality and the professionalism in 
the work is the same," ex|dained Ja^er.

Community empowerment 

October is National Crime Prevention 
Month, and citizens across the country are 
being challenged to take action in driving 
crime T/&nth« streets. 'By 4:^king an active 
role in preventing crime/ citlzeni c^"-^«»otually 
do more to prevent illegal activities * 4an the 
police and courts. By taking away tik oppor- 
tunity, the threat is lessened. 

Law enforcement officials say there are 
three elements to crime — opportunity, abili- 
ty and desire. When someone removes one of 
the three, the crime can't occur. Having citi- 
zens become involved in crime prevention 
often removes the opportunity, resulting in a 
better environment for all. But it only works if 
residents take an active role. 

Action makes the difference. It reflects the 
belief that when prevention becomes every- 
one's business, crime and fear no longer dom- 
inate people's lives. Experiences in our com- 
munities and across the country have demon- 
strated that grassroots, collaborative action 
works. 

A prime example Is the Neighborhood Watch 
program that empowers residents and and 
joins together members of a neighborhood to 
help each other. By having an entire street 
active in crime prevention, criminals are 
forced to look elsewhere for the opportunities 
they need to commit crimes. 

Locally, Hampton Roads can also boast of 
McGruff safe houses for children, as well as 
new and aggressive community policing ef- 
forts in Portsmouth, Chesapeake and Virginia 
beach. Even community cleanups represent 
people banding together to take back their 
streets. 

The worst reaction to crime violence and 
drugs is to recoil In fear and retreat Into iso- 
lation. This month law enforcement agencies, 
schools and other organizations are attempt- 
ing to Increase awareness about crime pre- 
vention, even If it only Involves making one's 
home more secure. 

Other measures to take: 

■ Help spread the message that preventing 
crime is everyone's business and not Just a 
Job for law enforcement. 

■ Join a Neighborhood Watch program. 

■ Keep doors locked even when you are in 
the yard or the house. 

■ Don't hide keys outside your home (bur- 
glars know where to look). Rather, give that 
extra key to a neighbor you trust. 

■ Don't open the door for a stranger without 
proper identification. 

■ Install outside lights £ind keep them on at 
night. 

■ Prune shrubbery so it doesn't hide doors 
and windows. 

■ Stay alert while in public. 

■ Don't walk alone. If possible, walk with a 
spouse or friend, especially at night. 

■ Report all crime, no matter how minor or 
embarrassing, to the poUce. 

Law enforcement alone cannot make the 
community safe and free from crime. They 
need help. Look around and ask, "Am I help- 
ing prevent crime?"

Many cat owners believe their pets are ha{q)ier 
unconflned, but letting any pet roam at large shortens 
its lifespan and exposes it to the dmgtrs of tranic. 
predators and disease. Feline infectious peritonitis and 
feline leukemia are highly contagious and fatal — 
both can be prevented by vaccinations. Feline 
immunodeflciency virus is also contagious and fatal, 
but the only prevention is avoiding infected animals. 
No vaccine will save your pet from a vehicle, a 
roaming dog, a tiigger-tuippy hunter. Exotics are any 
non-native species. Most won't survive in Virginia; 
some could survive, even thrive, and will inevitably 
become pests. A species out of its own habitat 



doesn't fit into the ecology; it has no predator, no 
population control in its alien environs. 

Please consider microchipping and tattooing your 
pet as a safe, permanent means of identification. For 
a flat fee your pet can be identified and returned to 
you via a national 800 hotline. If they're hurt' or 
sick, even veterinary care can be provided, wherever 
they are — this can save their lives. 

Cats can learn to love leashes — just do what you 
do indoors, let them be "in ch^ge," and walk you. 
Do the responsible thing.

Federal assistance for state schools

Some conservatives say the 
federal government has no place in 
local schools. Conservatives like 
fOTmer Gov. Allen refused to take 
federal money for Virginia schools 
because he was idedogically 
opposed to the idea of fedoal help 
for our school children. 

Allen was wrong when he 
decline $20 million in Goals 2000 
funds to {KDvide academic help to 
our students. Conservative critics 
are wrong once again when they 
voted against President Clinton's 
plan to put 100,000 police on our 
streets by the year 2000. 

The Clinton crime plan was 
panned by conservatives as being 
financially wasteful and an 
unnecessary intrusion by the federal 
government inU) the business of 
local scho(rfs. These critics literally 
looked a gift horse in the mouth 
and now the evidence of their folly 
is being demonstrated day by day. 

Violent crime is at its lowest 
level in a generation and the 
almost 75,000 new police officers 
placed in community-based 
policing under the Clinton plan 
have gone a long way toward 
restoring a sense of personal 
security in our society. 

While the streets are safer, there 
is one place that has been subject 
to increasing random violence, and 
that is our schools. Fortunately, 
the community-based policing 
initiative is responding to this 
situation and Virginia has just 
become a beneficiary. 




The U.S. Department of Justice's 
School Based Partnerships 
initiative is sending $150,000 to 
three Virginia schools to improve 
student safety. The plan funds 
community-based approaches for 
solving problems rather than 
dictating standards set in 
Washington. The program is an 
extension of the effort to adJ 
100,000 community police officers 
to America's streets by 2000. 

Grant recipients can use the funds 
to target whatever problem is the 
biggest security concern that they 
have, be it vandalism, drugs, 
disoideriy conduct or ^g 
violence. The Peabody Mkidle 
School in Petersburg has a 
problem with unwelcome 
treqjassers roaming the halls of the 
school and introducing drugs and 
violence. 

The new federal funds, will pay 
for security cameras, two new 
security guards and an identification 
system that will allow school 
officials to find the outside 
troublemakos. 

In L.C. Bird High School the 
program is allowing the Stud«it 



Government Association, school 
administratcvs and school security 
officers to gather information from 
students about why and how 
conflicts start. 

A crime analyst will then look OL 
all the data and develop strategies 
as to how to reduce conflict and 
find ways to deal with disruptive 
students. The major decisions on 
how to educate our children rightly 
reside at the local level. 

Parents should be actively 
involve in the governance of their 
local schools as well as the 
education of their own children. 
Where some conservatives are 
coming up short is when they 
wage an ideotogical crusade against 
any federal involvement in 
ediK^ation. 

Former Gov. Allen and other 
detractors of federal involvement in 
education shortchange Virginia 
students when they turn down 
federal funds on "principle." The 
Justice Department's School Based 
Partnerships is an excellent 
example of successful federid 
involvement in furthering the 
education of our children. 

Conservatives, and all 
Virginians, should welcome the 
federal government's concern with 
the safety of our schoolchildren. 
It's time for the naysayers to set 
aside politics and do what is right 
for Virginia's children.

The city of Virginia Beach has a 
vast and intrkate Hurricane/Di^ster 
nan that is composed of many well- 
fltting parts like that of any well de- 
signed plan 
of action. 
This article is 
about one of 
the small but 
important 
pieces of that 
plan. 

During any 
severe 
weather situ- 
ation, we suf- 
fer a series of 
downed 
trees, limbs, 
lar^ shrubs 
and other tree 
relal»i debris 
In roadways, 
sidewalks, 
. across power 

lines and 
throughout the 
city. The clean-up of the aftermath of 
these sumns presents challenges for 
everyone effected, but for your city it 
can be a mammoth challenge. 

One important pan of the process 
is the use of chainsaws by city em- 
ployees in the clean-up. The number 
of employees mobilized in these situ- 
ations can be from 50 to 350 depend- 
ing on the severity of the need. The 
potential for severe injuries could be 
great if the employees aie not prop- 
eriy trained and equipped. The De- 
partmentof Human Resources Occu- 
pational Safety Division, in concert 
with Stihl Inc., designed and imple- 
mentedacomprehensivetrainingpro- 
gram for the safe and productive op- 
eration of chain saws in tree and 
debris removal. 

The training of a chain saw spe- 
cialist requires an intense two-day 
training. The first day consists of an 
eight-hour classroom lecture which 
includes electrical safe work prac- 
tices conducted by Virginia Power 
and specialized Fu^t Aid/CFR train- 



ing. Day two entdls a two-hour chain 
saw maintenmce woikshq? and six 
hours of hands on fieki training. Suc- 
cessful graduates must pass a com- 
prehensive written exam. 

Those that pass arc issued a certifi- 
cation card and only those with this 
certification card can opiate chain 
saws. When a chain'saw is checked 
out for use, a total set of personal 
protective equipment is required for 
the operator. Stihl brought in their 
tq) traino' to assist in the develop- 
ment of diis specialized training and 
coiducted a "train the trains" course 
to add depdi to this program. 

This was done at no cost to the city . 
Stihl sets a fine example as a great 
corporate "neighbor" by making their 
resources available for the success of 
this program. 

To date wehave trained more than 
450 city employees in this program 
and remember this is only a small 
part of their ovoall responsibilities. 
The success of any program is mea- 
sured in results. When Hurricane 
Bonnie paid us a visit, she left her 
ntark in many ways but none so obvi- 
ous as the incredible amount of 
downed trees. 

Your city mobilized many services 
to deal with this storm and anywhere 
from WO to 300 city employees were 
operating chain saws throughout the 
city over a seven- to 10-day period 
for tree and debris removal. During 
that seven- to 10-day period not one 
pCTSonal injury was recorded by em- 
ployees using chain saws. Some of 
these operations were under extreme 
conditions. The baining paid imme- 
diate dividends. 

Training is an investment in better 
management of city resources. When 
your consider the consequences of 
injuries to employees and the cost of 
medical treatment, the training is well 
worth the invest, and we thank Stihl, 
Inc. and all our other corporate neigh- 
bors who help us in this regard.

Bob Halsey likens the Confederate Air 
Force to "nothing but a great big Hying mu- 
seum that's about people like you and me," 
That only begins to describe the organiza- 
tion's mission of preserving a part of Ameri- 
can history. TTie other part, Halsey asserts, 
is "having fun doing it!" 

That's just what members of the Force's 
locally-based Old Dominion Squadron strive 
for, whether they're convening for a typical 
meeting or enjoying the annual Gathering of 
Eagles at Hampton Roads Airport. The air- 
port, located in the Bowers Hill section of 
Chesapeake, serves as homebase for the 
squadron. 

Membws come from Virginia Beach, Nor- 
folk, Portsmouth, Chesapeake, Suffolk and 
beyond to honor the birds of war. 

"We're men and women, old and young, 
in the military, retired military, never been 
in the military. Very few are actually pilots. 
It's just a lot of ordinary folks like you and 
me," Halsey said. 

Public relations person for the squadron, 
Halsey served more than 12 years in the 
Navy and now works Civil Service on ship 
maintenance at Naval Base Norfolk. 

"I've always been interested in planes 
ever since I was a kid, especially Worid 
War II ones. As I got older I realized these 
aren't Just big. loud airplanes with pro- 
pellers — they're history," Halsey said. 

The aviation enthusiasts — 67 members 
strong — are looking for a "real permanent 
home for the group." These days the Old 
Dominion Squadron meets in the airport 
lounge. Its planes are secured on the tarmac 
outside a nearby hangar, where weather 
quickly erodes paint jobs. 

"We need a hangar — or even a flying 
museum complex — for the squadron," 
Halsey said. 

A permanent home would ensure there's 
always a place for dances, exhibits, air- 
shows. Eagle gatherings and other events. It 
would go a long way too, Halsey said, is 
keeping members and volunteers. 

"You've got to take care of your peq)le. 
We need them. Our number one objective is 
to keep all these old airplanes in flying con- 
dition and preserve them," he said. 

Another objective is perpetuating the 
memory of the aircraft and the spirit in 
which they were ^wn. 

"We've got some World War II veterans. 
But let's face it Eventually all of them will 
be too old to get out here and do this stuff. 
The vets we've gat aren't the ones out there 
woilcing on the planes and getting all dirty 
and sweaty, but they can tell you lots of in- 
teresting, true, first-hand stories of things 
that happened to them in the war. They 
make history come to life," Halsey contin- 
ued. 

Two of the squadron members flew B-17s 
in Wffl-ld War II, another ftew B-29 missions 
over Japan and continued to fly cargo 
planes during tlw Korean War and C- 130s in 
Vietnam. Halsey predicts that eventually 
the squadron will branch out to encompass 
preservation of Korean, Viemam and Cold 
War airplanes. 

The Old Dominion Squadron's has a C-60 
Lodestar affectionately called "Lady 
Lodestar"and an L-5 Sentinel used as an ob- 
servation plane in World War II and Korea. 
The squadron also supports upkeep of a 
Grumman Wildcat.

Hurricane Bonnie was the "worst 
Storm we've ever experienced" a 
Virginia Power official told city 
council at a work session this 
week. 

Tom Hyman, vice |»esi(tent of 
distribution operations for Virginia 
Power and a 27-year veteran with 
the utility, said a half million peo- 
ple in the area were out of powo' 
and sustainM winds of 60 miles art 
hour made the reMoration of powo' 
diflkult 

Still, power, which was cut off 
during the Thursday night storm, 
was restored to the area by the fol- 
lowing Tuesday night. 

Hymw was brought to the coun- 
cil meeting Tuesday by C. Max 
BarthoUomew Jr.,Virginia Powo- 
area manager for community and 
government afliairs, to explain how 
the company Mlects which areas 
will get their service bick on. 

Some citizens had suggested that 
preferential treatment was given to 
business areas, such as the hotels 
at the oceanfront 

The object, said Hyman, is to do 
fint (he smallest amount of wok 
that will restore the mM power. 

For instance, the ^qnoximately 
100 houses in Bird Neck Point dU 
not see powa restored until Tues- 
day night. To restore the power 
there earlier would have meant 
doing a lot of work for few restora- 
tions, Hyman said. 

Based on previously dctomined 
priorities, the restoration schedule 
is all on computers. 

"The computer system is veryef- 
Hcient," Hyman said. 

He said crews start always wliere 
wires are down and where the pub- 
lic is involved. The system is ±- 
signed so that the power goes out 
when the wiring goes down, but 
this is not always the case, said 
Hyman. 

The only priority goes to 911 
calls. During the storm attention 
was next focused on Norfolk's 
Moores Bridges Pumping Station 
which furnishes water for much of 
the affected aea, including NorfoUc, 
Virginia Beach and part of Chesa- 
peake. 

Hyman said that when winds are 
60 miles per hour, the crews have 
to stop working — and winds were 
60. 70 and 80 mph that Thursday 
night. 

Even so, crews managed to get 
the power teckat Moore's Bridges 
between two separate squalls. 

Major circuits, such as the Land- 
stowne substation, take priority be- 
cause they serve so many cus- 
tomers. 



"If we went to rurjj tatas first," 
said Hyman. "the crews could fix 
everything but still get no electrki- 
ty." 

The company has to use a sys- 
tem, Hyman said. Otherwise days 
would be added to the restoratkm. 

Hyman said a p&mm for huni- 
canes has de\«k>ped. Storms form 
in Wilmington, N.C. and exit tt 
Hampton Roads.The result ««s 
devastation for Hampton R(»ds, he 
said with the wind blowing off the 
oceanfre^ 

FcKtunately, Virginia Power had 
two weeks notice. A lot of matoi- 
als were brought in from Rich- 
mond and power companies in 
other states, where Virginia Power 
crews had assisted in power restora- 
tion previously, were placed on 
alert 

Hyman said that he and Wade 
P.Briggs Jr.. manager of disffibu- 
tion operations for At eattem oper- 
ating region, deckkd that extra help 
was not needed. Crews came Etom 
all over the state, however, with 
only skeleton crews left in oUtu 
areas. About 1,000 pefsonnel 
werein the area working 16,17 and 
18 hours a day. 

Of the 700,000 customers served, 
460,000 were out of power, "dou- 
ble the worst we ever had,''sakl 
Hyman. 

In Virginia Beach, the largest 

operation with 167.000 customen, 
82 percent were without power. 

"Literally, we had every light out 
in Chesapeake. On Friday nrnning 
even the power at the Virginia 
Pdw« Headqiwien was out. It was 
the fint time powar was lost on 
both currents at headquarters. 

Virginia Power gets both air and 
ground assessments of the damage. 

Hyman said that 90 percent of 
the power was restored by Saturday 
morning in Virginia Bochandall 
power was restored by 10 p.m. 
Tuesday. 

Hyman said the plan does not 
take into consideration people with 
wells or on farms. If customers 
think the five-day outage was bad, 
Hyman said, consider the areas 
which have ice storms that put 
power out fra' a mcmlh. 

The goal of the power company 
is to get power back on for 50,000 
peq)le in a day. Virginia Power 
got power back on for 90,000 cus- 
tomers in a day. In Wilmington, 
250,000 customers were without 
lights and 3,700 linesmen took 
five days to restore power. Hyman 
said that when too many linesmen 
are used, a lot of people are stand- 
ing around and no benefits are real- 
ized. 



Some of the areas that had to 
wait until Tuesday to get their 
power back were Pungo, Great 
Neck, Shell Road and Ghent. Five 
days witttout po«%r is a new expe- 
rimce f<x people, Hyman said, bitt 
Hurricane Fran ke{H the power off 
in Raleigh fm' a month. 

But when the next storm comes, 
Hyman said he thinks the company 
can do even \mer. 

Councilwoman Barbara Vfmky 
said that one of the problems U 
ccmimunication, or the lack of it. 
She said it was a frustrating expoi- 
ence not knowing when the power 
would be back. 

She said she blows people just 
want to yell at somebody and diey 
don't want "to hearroe say I don't 
know and there is nothing I can do 
about it anyway." She said there 
should be a way the peojplt can be 
told when to expect their power 
back. 

Hyman laid that Vi^inia Power 
is in the processor installing com- 
puien in every triKk. "What you're 
asking is what ewyone wants to 
know." 

Hyman said, "We knew all of 
Sandbridge was out," but the com- 
pany couldn't tell on Saturday 
whether power would be restored 
on Sunday, Monday (x Tuesday. 

Councilman Harold Hdschober 
said Uiat tlw computer information 
should be available to the city 
staff. He said thoe was frustratkni 
in the old county (Princess Anne 
County ) where a lot of the phone 
caUs originated. 

Councilman W.W. Harrison Jr. 
said that people were upset about 
Cox's restoration soviceand asked 
if their crews work like Virginia 
Power's. 

Hyman said that nobody wants to 
work in a hurricane and cable ser- 
vice is not as important as bask; 
power. 

The scariest part of all, saki 
councilman Linwood Branch m, 
was having the stoplights go out. 
Fortunately, he said, police officers 
got to the intersections fast to di- 
rect traffic. 

Briggs said the company woiks 
closely with other utilities because 
several utilities share poles. 

Henley said that many people 
bought generators but that she wor- 
ried about the safety of generators 
when people may not know how to 
install or opense them. 

Also, added Hyman, they are a 
danger to the crews if they are not 
hooked up propo-ly. 

Vk;e Mayor William D. Sessoms 
Jr. said that 90 percent of the peo- 
ple were satisfied with the power 
company's response.

LET'S TALK MONTH 

Keeping the Door Open 

Let's Talk Month Is a national campaign that 
emphasizes the Importance of communication 
between adults and youth in helping young 
people develop responsible, positive attitudes 
and behaviors about sexuality. 

Religious organizations, media, businesses, 
schools and community agencies have 
assumed leadership roles by providing 
activities. information, resources and 
educational programs. 

But the meiln role still remains with parents. 
Providing children with reliable sex education 
is an important task for parents. Besides 
teaching their children about sexual activity 
and its consequences, parents can also share 
their values and beliefs about sexuality with 
their children. 

Even if as a parent, you are uncomfortable 
talking about sexuality, it's Important to 
realize that studies have shown parents can 
be the best educators for their children. 

The National Campaign to Prevent Teen 
Pregnancy recommends that parents be clear 
about their own sexual values and attitudes. 

Talk with children early and often. Age- 
appropriate conversations about relationships 
and intimacy should begin early in a child's 
life and continue through adolescence. 
Parents and kids should talk about sex and 
love all along. 

Advocates for Youth offers the following 
suggestions for how parents should talk with 
children of any age: 

■ Tell it like it is. Avoid fables, vague 
explanations and untruths when talking about 
conception or birth. 

■ Talk about humans. Talking only about 
animals when your child wants to know about 
people is confusing. 

■ Listen to your child. When your child 
approaches you with a question or concern, 
stop and listen. Hold back your own 

immediate reaction (shock, advice, solutions) 
while you explore what your child is trying to 
say. 

■ Give simple explanations. Use appropriate 
names for body parts euid bodily functions. 

■ Show your Interest, If possible, stop what 
you are doing, move toward the child, and. if 
he or she is shorter than you, get down to his 
or her level. 

■ Be patient. Expect the same questions 
and concerns to come up more than once. 
Children often need repeated assurance 
about the changes they're going through. 

■ Get to know your children's environment. 
By becoming aware of current Jokes, what 
television programs they watch and what 
music they listen to, you will find 
opportunities to discuss sexuality Issues. 

■ Introduce the topic. Bringing up Issues 
from time to time will give the impression 
that you are Interested in discussing 
sexuality. Your child may put you off, but that 
doesn't necessarily mean he or she knows It 
all or doesn't want to talk. 

■ Keep the door open. Let your child know 
that you are available for other conversations 
or questions on this and any other topics. 

Remember, not talking about Issues of 
sexuality doesn't mean problems don't exist. 
All It does Is push your Irids away.

No substitute for parents

Why should students be the only 
ones to sweat out report oadsi? 
Richmond public schools have 
begun to grade parents on their 
level of participation in their 
child's education. Richmond 
parents will receive a report cad 
i)asedon their performance twice a 
year. 

Children learn more when their 
parnits are involved. In Richmond, 
the school system has initiated a 
voluntary program where parents 
are encouraged to become active in 
the life of the school and the repot 
cards are a helpful way to point 
them down the right path. 

Parents can choose the types of 
activities in which they want to 
t)ecome involved at their chiUren's 
schools. These include reviewing 
standardized tests with their child, 
encouraging their child to join a 
club, attending a school-related 
event, eating lunch with their 
child, joining the PTA or reading 
to their child IS minutes a day. 

Parents can receive one of two 
grades — P for partici|»tion w N 
for no partici|»tion. Parents who 
complete 10 of the 19 activities 
will join the Parent Honor Roll. In 
Richmond that means they will be 
recognized at individual schools, 
have their names on ad>le 



television and receive a bumper 
sticker that reads, "I'm an Honor 
Parent of Richmond Public 
Schools!" In the first year of the 
program at one Richmond school, 
parental participation increased 25 
percent 

In neighboring counties, the 
emphasis is more on giving grades 
to the school. In Hanover County, 
parents will get new report caids 
measuring two dozen indicators for 
each of the county's schools. The 
report cards will give information 
on the school's attendance level, 
sc<Heson advanced placement tests, 
the number of school computes 
and the number of winners in 
acadonic competitions. Some other 
school report cards measure school 
safety and parental involvement 

Increased funding helps attract 
quality teachas. build classrooms, 
lower class size and install modem 
technology in classrooms that 
students need to thrive 
academically. Our public officials 
at all levels should make education 
the first priority when it comes to 
public finances. 

However, improving Viiginia's 
schools is about more than just 
dollars and sense. There is no 
substitute for parental involvement 
in the life of a student I still 
remember the times that my 



parents or brother read to me as a 
child. 

Parents need to know how much 
homework their child is taking 
home and make it their business to 
make sure it gets done. I^uents 
should know the names of their 
children's teachers and feel free to 
check up on their child's academk; 
progress. 

Schools should be hekl 
accountable for the perfomimiceof 
their students and the condition of 
their facilities. Report cards on 
schools delivered to parents are a 
great way to keep parents informed 
of a whole battery of information 
that is loo difficult for the average 
parent to obtain. 

The General Assembly shouki 
em:ourage every school disuict in 
Virginia to follow the lead of those 
who are working to improve 
parental involvement with schools 
and the accountability of schools to 
parents. Financial incentives 
should be off^ed for schools that 
are willing to accepiaccountability 
and demand responsibility from 
students and parents. It would be a 
wise invesunent for the future (^ 
all Virginians.

Dick Barnes' license plates say a lot 
about the man behind the wheel. Both re- 
flect a life spent making the community a 
more harmonious pUrce — literally. 

If he drives one vehicle he's the "Piano 
Man." If he's cruising in the other he's a 
"Singer." 

A Portsmouth native and Simonsdale area 
resident, Barnes has been making beautiful 
music — and encouraging others to — fa 
three decades. One of his better known 
achievements is the Dick Barnes Chorale, 
which got its start at Tidewater Community 
College in 1980 and is still going strong. 
The group is now pre|»ring for a busy holi- 
day concert schedule that will take it to the 
far comers of Hampton Roads and beyond. 

An affable mm with an instantly engaging 
personality, Barnes jokes thai his zeal for 
"hitting the right note" began before birth. 

"My mother tells me it all started when I 
was in the womb. She played piano every 
day when she was pregnant with me. When 
I was bom she propped me up on her lap 
and put my little hands all over the key- 
board. I was encouraged." 

Barnes first tickled the ivories at age 5, 
when he began taking piano lessons with 
Audrey Shepherd, a well-known local musi- 
cian who played for the Jean Ballance 
Dance Studio. He affectionately calls her 
his first mentor and lifelong friend. 

In high school, Barnes studied music 
under A.J. Lancaster, "a good man and men- 
tor, too." From Woodrow Wilson High he 
went on to earn two degrees in music from 
what is now James Madison University. 

Barnes' avocation also became his voca- 
tion. He taught the subject in Portsmouth 
and Chesapeake public schools, including a 
stint at his alma mater. He returned to col- 
lege in 1965 to earn a master's degree fixsm 
Northwestern University before coming back 
to Portsmouth to teach at Churchland High 
for eight years. From 1961 through 1979 he 
was also organist at Monumental United 
Methodist Church. 

In 1966, Barnes began a working relation- 
ship with Fred Waring and served part-time 
as his accompanist. 

"I loved it — it was a good time and I 
learned a great deal," he said. "I would 
have stayed longer but my father became ill 
and I stc^pped to take care of my dad." 

Barnes began teaching at Tidewater Com- 
munity College in 1980, where he stayed iat 
11 years. 

"That is where the chorale had its begin- 
nings. It was not the Dick Barnes Chorale 
then, but the Tidewater Community Chorus. 
I have many (rf the same people who wwe 
in there in 1980 still in there now," he said. 
Sacred music has always been the heart 
of the group, but Barnes admits a few 
lighter pieces are always fun. Right now the 
chorale, which is home-based at a Smith- 
field church, is gearing up for its holiday 
schedule. 

"This is a Hampton Roads thing — not 
just a Praismouth thing." Barnes said. "At 
one time we probably had every city in the 
area represented. Right now we draw from 
Portsmouth, Chesapeake, Suffolk, Smith- 
field, Carrollton, Isle of Wight and Surry. 
Those from this area carpool, and we re- 
hearse once a week. We represent almost 
every denomination of the church." 

The chorale traditionally kicks off its holi- 
day season on Thanksgiving weekend. This 
year Portsmouth City Park is the site of the 
first free concert on Friday, Nov. 27 at 6 
p.m. Another concert follows on Saturday, 
Nov. 28. at Smiihfield High School at 7:30 
p.m. Other concerts arc planned in Manteo, 
N.C. and Hopewell. 

"This nwans a lot to the performers. They 
always set aside Thanksgiving weekend for 
it I don't want to go too much into Decem- 
ber and have people trying to choose be- 
tween us and their church," said Barnes, 
who conducts and accompanies the 60- 
voice chorale. 

A former Portsmouth Notable and now 
music directs at Benn's United Methodist 
Church, Barnes says music is far more than 
just preuy sounds and melodies. It's about 
the soul. 

"I believe music w every individual — I 
don't care if they're a listener or performer 
— releases many positive things in a per- 
son. It's a comfort, a joy, a connector to the 
past. For the everyday performer who sings 
in church or around the house, it's probably 
the most personal self-expression there is. 
It's easy to talk, but if you get up to sing in 
frcmt of them it's different. You're opening 
yourself to who you really are and what you 
want to give." 




Barnes prefers to call himself an "encour- 
ager" or "coach" rather than a voice 
teacher and especially enjoys woricing with 
teens. 

"When people come through the door for 
the first time (for lessons), it's like pulling 
water out of a dry well. They don't want to 
dp anything until they feel they're not intim- 
idated. But like everything else you do in 
life there's a beginning point and you go 
from th«e," Barnes said. 

As conductor of the chorale, he's not in- 
leresied in competitions or accolMles. 

"My goal is not to have the gjK&tesi choir 
in the world. My goal has always been to 
Iwing music to those who want it I strive for 
them to do it well. But perfection? No. 
There are wonderful people who do that 
well, but it takes a special desire on their 
part" 

As for his own aspirations, Portsmouth's 
"Music Man" is pleased with what he has 
achieved in 30-plus years on the local front 
Still, he can't help but wonder "what iP 
when considering an opportunity he was ap- 
proached with in 1966. That's the year he 
was working locally with a New York direc- 
tor who offered Barnes the chance to star in 
an upcoming Broadway imxluction. 

"He wanted to know if I'd be interested in 
the lead with a new show coming to Broad- 
way. He wanted me to audition for the part, 
but at that prticular time I had just started 
working with Fred Waring. I bounced it 
back and forth and opted to stay with Fred 
Waring. I've wondered many times about it 
since. 

"It was 'The Music Man,' which Robert 
Preston went on to do a wonderful job with. 
It was just one of those things," he mused.

The Henleys' property is 
adjacent to what was Grace 
Sherwood's farm, "our beloved 
witch of Pungo," explained 
Howiea 

"At the time she was tried fix- 
witchcraft she was held in a jail 
on Ferry Plantation. Tried in 
1706. she was kept in jail until 
1715." said Howien. 

During the hayrides into 
history, a storyteller will regale 
visitors with the history of the 
Pungo area and stories about 
Grace Sherwood. 

The Pungo Grill will cook the 
Brunswick Stew, which will 
contain com, tomatoes and butter 
beans donated from the Henley 
Farm. 

Howren was "thrilled to death" 
that the grill had offered its 
services. 

"It's not a hamburger joint It's 
a very pleasant restaurant and the 
food's great." she said excitedly. 

The silent auction will feature 
contributions from local 
merchants and friends including 
dinner-for-two, local original art 
and crafts, football memorabilia, 
historic items, a guided duck- 
hunting trip at Back Bay and 
much mcHe. 

Friends of Ferry Plantation 
House, a non-profit oi^anization 
fomded in 1996, is dedicated to 
the preservation, restoration, 
operation and maintenance of the 
Ferry Plantation House and 
grounds. 

Friends serve the community 
by providing education of the 
historical preservation process 
through the restoration of the 
exterior, all interior fkx»rs and the 
grounds of one of the few 
remaining Tidewater plantation 
houses. The Ferry Plantation 
House is located in the Pembrcdte 
section of Virginia Beach. 

Over the last year the Friends 
not only cleaned up pigeon poop, 
after vandals broke windows and 
the birds gained access, they also 
replaced glass panes in the 
windows. 



Shutters have b^n repaired or 
replaced and are now secured 
from the inside. 

Also, they've replaced rotten 
floors on the porches and (tinted 
them. 

In addition, a swurity system 
was designed and approved by 
the city and should be installed 
within a few weeks. Volunteer 
Bart Rinehart headed the {»oject. 
His professional career included 
numerous security-related jobs for 
the Army, the Smithsonian 
Institution and others. 

Last January, a group of 
students from Tidewater 
Community College's Period 
Design class from the 
Chesapeake campus descended 
upon the house. 

Under the direction of their 
instructor. Gene Carter, they 
measured every element of the 
Ferry Plantation House which 
could be measured to l/16th of 
an inch. More than SO pages of 
measured drawings resulted from 
their project 

Students then researched the 
furnishings appropriate for houses 
similar to the Ferry Plantation 
House in the Tidewater area 
during the period from 1830 to 
18S0. They presented their results 
at a Friends' board meeting. 

Additionally, Carter provided 
the board with a detailed 36-page 
report outlining all of the class's 
conclusions and recommen- 
dations for restoration, 
furnishings, landscaping and 
operation of the site. 

Initial costs to implement the 
vision are estimated at $2 
million. 

While the pumpkin fling isn't 
expected to raise money to meet 
these costs, any monies raised 
will support the Friends' ongoing 
efforts to restore the house.

Design expansion for center 
under consideration by Council

The proposed Virginia Beach Juvenile 
Detention Center, first envisioned as a 
45-bed facility, may end up as a 75-bed 
center in the initial ccHistruction. 

The project is in the Capital 
Improvement Plan (CIP) as a 60-bed 
facility with the core (kitchen, dining 
room, restrooms, general areas) designed 
for expansion to 75 beds at an estimated 
cost of $9.89 million. 

City staff at a workshop this week 
recommended going ahead with the 
existing project but adding a design 
expansion to 75 beds which would be bid 
separately. The expansion could be a±fcd 
as a bid aUemate with the additional 15 
beds built if the money is available. 

E. Dean Block, directOT of 
management, who presented the 
proposals for the center at the workshop 
Tuesday, said that this plan would 
provide the city with flexibility without 
committing more expenditures than are 
provided for in the budget. The additional 
design would cost $50,000, he said, and 
if the 75-bed facility is built. $730,000 
more in operating costs a year would be 
incurred. 



The attraction of this option is that 
building the 75 beds now would be less 
expensive than expanding to 75 beds in 
the future at inflated costs. 

The city's juvenile and domestic 
relations court judges requested the 
increase from a 45-bed facility — some 
would prefer a 100-bed center — to 
provide extra space for the increasing 
center population and to give the judges 
the option of sentencing youth to a 
center close to their homes. 

Detention centers are used to house 
youth whose cases have not beat 
adjudicated. If they are sentenced to a 
secure facility they are sent to a state 
institution outside the city. 

Under the option recommended by 
staff, council would have the option of 
leaving the project as it is in the CIP, a 
60-bed facility, or expanding to 75 beds 
if the bids are favorable and money 
available. 

OthCT altmiatives, to build 75, 90 or 
105 beds, as the initial project would 
require $2 million, $3.71 million ani 
$5.5 million more, respectively, in 
additional capital costs and annual 
increases in operation and maintenance 
costs of $730,000, $1.27 million anl 



$1.88 million a year, respectively. 

A change in the current CIP loans 
would also add time to the project and 
wouM need additional state tppnuvtls. 

"ITie Iwilding, designed by Hayes Seay 
Mattem andMattem, will be a one-story 
building similar to the school 
administration building md. Block said, 
will be a basic structure with pointed 
concrete walls and a concrete floor, 
meeting the secure standards r^uiiedl^ 
the state. The center will be built in 15- 
bed "pods^with a cental contnd fiom 
which classrooms andindividi^ celk are 
visile. 

The center will be built on a 124Kie 
site of a 112.5-acre tract known as 
Princess Anne Commons adjacent to die 
Municipal Center and the city-owned 
Lake Ridge property. 

Block said that while the state wiU 
share in both the capital costs and 
opo^tional costs of the center, the effect 
of state policies has been U) shift mate of 
the risk and cost to localities.

Virginia Beach City Council members 
continue to have questions about the 
proposed merger of Tidewater Regional 
Transit (TRT) and Pentran, the Peninsula 
Tranqwrtation DistricL 

Their concerns coiBiter on: 

■ Whether the merger would become a 
reality if one member of the districts on 
either side votes against the merger. 

Councilman Louis R. Jones that he 
had understood that the merger could not 
go through without a unanimous vote. 
City Attorney Leslie Lilley said that the 
understanding was that if one locality 
says no, the merger would not go 
through, but that this was "just a 
woricing undo^tanding." 



■ Whether decisions would be based 
on population — Virginia Beach 
currently has the largest population — or 
woukl each locality have an equal vote? 

Councilman W.W. Harrison Jr. sakl 
that It u^Hildbe like the Hampton Roads 
Planning District Commission. When 
the city casts a no vote, it has no efiect 
because the voting scength is not bned 
on population. He conceded, however, 
that a merger would have intwgible 
benefits. 

Councilwoman Bartara Henley who, 
with councilman Don Weeks represents 
the city on the TRT commission, sakl 
that she had receive some of the 
information for which she had a^ced but 
that there still are a lot of holes in die 
documents. 

She said she did not think the odier 
commission members "appreciated what 
we were trying to say," whoi all the city 
was saying is that "We need more 
information." She said that she thought 
there had been a violation of the coitract 
between the cities which says that the 
structure of die merged organization ted 
to be ai^roved by the ad hoc committee. 



Henley said that the city has the 
authOTity to determine the service in its 
area, but this authority does not extend to 
operations and management. The city has 
decried management and operational 

anges which have taken place before 

« mergo- is a reality. 

Henley said that Uiat some of the 
information she has received indicates 
that, over five years, the meiged 
organization would realize a savings of 
m(»'e than $1 million, but the estimated 
costs of merging $50,000, would leckjced 
that. 

Council recendy adopted a resolution 
which called for a halt in merger 
activities until more information was 
available. Henley said that the caitract 
between the cities said that no change in 
personnel would take place without the 
approval of TRT, but that it has. She 
was told, she said, that approval had been 
given by the ad hoc conmittee. 

The city staff is preparing a summary 
of events and a recommemlation. 

Councilwoman Margaret Eure said she 
supported the theory that representation 
should be based on population.

"I was therein '51 and '52," CarpineUi 
said. "It was terrible. The food was bad, 
supplies were bad, and the cold weather.

Carpinelli was a Master Sergeant with 
the 45th Infantry 12th Combat 
Engineers-B Company. They laid ^id 
mines. 

"We blew up buildings — anything 
that got in the way," he said.

The focus is to bring the oldest 
schools up to a level consistent with 
the new schools. Some of the prob- 
lems include: overcrowding, pooriy 
litclassrooms; teachers and other staff 
working with children in areas other 
than classrooms such as hallways, 
custodial closets and boiler rooms; 
inadequate restroom facilities; leaky 
roofs; inadequate infrastructure for 
technology; and heating and air con- 
ditioning problems. 

The total cost to renovate these 
schools is $132.8 million, of which 
$57.5 million will be financed by 
referendum bonds that require voter 
approval. 

If votersapprove the referendum, a 
real estate property tax increase of 
2.8 cents per $100 of assessed value 
would go into effect July 1, 1999. 
This increase means that the taxes on 
a $100,0(X) house would increase by 
$28 annually or approximately $2.33 
per month. 

The balance of the repair and reno- 
vation costs will come from charta* 
bonds and the school system's oper- 
ating budget for the next five years, 
as well as anticipated state grants.

Susan Katz is in die business of happiness. 
Hampton Roa^' own "Stork Lady," she has 
witnessed thousands of birdis in her 20-plus 
years as a registered nurse in die Labor aid 
Delivery Unit at Sentara Norfolk Goieral 
Hospital. But even before yelling "Push!" for 
laboring couples, Katz prepares expectant 
parents for the big event in her all-day, 
every diing-you-ever-wanted-to-know-about- 
childbirth classes. 
And rarely does she forget a couple. 
"I had a guy come up here die oUier day — a 
tall, skinny guy with a littic blonde girt 
named Allison — who took my class and I 
was in on the delivery. I just can't rememb^ 
tiie name," she admitted. "It'll come to me." 

A former pediatrics nurse at Children's 
Hospital of die King's Daughters, die Stork 
Lady always knew medicine would be hw 
calling. Katz's grandmother was a dentist, 
which was extremely unusual in her day, are! 
was die first female graduate of die Institute of 
Vienna in Austiia. While Katz didn't aspire for 
"toodi talk." she instinctively knew "I wanted 
to be a nurse and even had a little nurse outfit 
as a child." 

She describes herself as naturally nurturing 
— "a real people person, a touchy-feelie kind 
of person. I can't diink of anydiingelsel ever 
wanted to do." 

After graduating from Norfolk's Maury High 
School. Katz completed her training at die 
School of Professional Nursing. She woriced 
at King's Daughters until her second child was 
born, dien came to Norfolk General. She's 
been there ever since. 

"That was 25 years ago." she said. "OB/Gyn 
is such a mulu-dimensional career because you 
can work with the moms, babies, daddies, 
grandparents and siblings. You candohealdiy 
obstetrics or sick OB, operating room, 
psychiatric nursing, family nursing. It's so 
divCTsediat I never get tired of it. Each day is 
so different and new." 

TTie job is far more than delivering babies, 
though diat is probably die most enjoyable 
aspect 

Katz prefers die hands-on aspect of her woik 
and can't imagine ever becoming a "pencil 
pusher." After all. where would all die good 
"war stories" come from? 

"I did a dehveryonce where die husband got 
called to Granada. He called on the phone 
while his wife was pushing. He really wanted 
to be here. They had a boy at home and this 
was a girl. We patched him dirough on die 
phone to the delivery room, laid die phone (Mi 
the bed, be heardher push — and he heard die 
baby cry. He tras crying on die (Kher end of 
die line. He wrote me the most beautiful letter 
from the ship thanking me for helping his 
daughter be born," she reminisced. "It's so 
overwhelming — a real warm, fuzzy kind d 
job." 

Katz's transition to Stork Lady as well as 
delivery room nurse came naturally. 

After two decades working with pregmmt 
women and teaching refresher Umaze 
breathing exercises for the hospital, she 
branched out on her own to "teach die way 1 
wanted to te^h." 

Teaching childbirdi and relaxation ediKation, 
breathing techniques, pain relief options and 
breast feeding "was just something I knew I 
could do. I had the experience and talked and 
talked about doing it. Finally, on Chrisunas 
about four years ago my best girlfrioid gave 
me a crowbar. 1 said, 'This is a pretty crowbar. 
What am I supposed to do widi it?' 

My girifriendsaid, 'This is to get your head 
of out of yourself and get your business 
started!' That was December and I had my first 
class in May." 

Word of mouUi and brochures in (kx:tars' 
offices have helped make die Stork Lady's 
classes popular. Once a month, couples gather 
around a table in a large meeting room for 
what Katz calls "one glorious, fun-filled day" 
learning the ropes of childbirdi. She even 
takes die class to bed-bound expectant mothers 
and serves couples from all comers of 
Hampton Roads. Parents-to-be fit>m 
Chesapeake and Portsmoudi are just as likely 
to learn from the Stork Lady as diose from 
N(»folk and Virginia Beach. 

"People call me and say, 'Is diis die Stork 
Lady?' I wonder if maybe I should get a 
license plate that says STORK LADY," she 
mused. 

"I just feel like I can impart knowledge. 
Education is important. There's a lot of fear of 
die unknown, and any education when you're 
going into something strange is important. I 
tell it realistically— no holds barred. I feel 
like I can give a lot to die community." 

As a mother of two she speaks from 
peraonal and professional experience. One cf 
her mottos is "You're a mommy first and a

professional second." 

Katz is also an expert witness for medical 
malpractice cases and as such gives seminars 
to professionals in die judicial field. 

"It's very enlightening, but also vciy 
rewarding wwk," she said. 

The best moments on the job, though, are 
when a new life comes into die world. 

"It's so beautiful when the baby comes out 
and you can see the little eyes." said K^. 
who still gets emotional despite having aided 
at thousands of birdis. 

She laughed. "But I also learn some of my 
best dirty words from women in labor! It's 
funny — some of the quietest women are die 
ones who come out with the worst words! Of 
course, they always apologize. I tell diem it's 
no problem," she smiled.

This is ihe lime of year when 
Ariel comes off of enchanted island 
and focuses on administrative 
duties. 

A Shakespearean sprite who also 
designs costumes and serves as 
general all-around helper, has a lot 
of tasks to juggle at once. But for 
right now, Celia Burnett, alias 
Ariel, is focused on recruiting 
volutiiecrs for Summer Shakes. 

Burnett, who played the aiiy 
sprite Ariel in last summer's 
performance of the "The Tempest", 
is hoping to pull in some fiesh 
talent for the 1999 Hampton Roads 
Shakespeare Festival. 

Tlw group is recruiting 
volunteers to help with next 
summer's performance of "Much 
Ado About Nothing." Russ Taylor, 
the festival's founder, said, "You 
don't have to be an actor in order to 
help out, although there is a need 
for understudies right now." 

There's also a need for people to 
help raise money, build sets, make 
costumes, or just run eirands. If 
your computer skills are sharp, 
Russ really wants to hear fix}m you 



since she's having trouble figuring 
out a new software package. 

"Summer Shakes," a non-profit 
theater group, is best known for 
the free outdoor performances at the 
Francis Land House each summer. 
But the group is also involved in 
"Shakespeare Goes Elementary," a 
program designed to mtroduce 
young children to Shakespearean 
acting. 

Taylor recruits young acton and 
actresses from elementary schools 
city-wide for the "Shak«q)eare 
Goes Elementary" performances, 
which are held at Lynnhaven and 
Seatack elementary schools each 
spring. 

All of this takes a lot of money 
and even more work. Many people, 
Taylor said, don't realize that 
Summer Shakes is really a year- 
round group. Right now, she's 
particularly anxious to recruit 
volunteers because she'd like to 
hold a Reader's Theater later this 
fall. 

Taylor thinks that the Reader's 
Theater will be a good tool to train 
new actors and actresses to act as 
understudies for next summer's 
festival. 



"I think that workshops always 
go better if they're centered around 
a performance," she said. 

She hopes that after four 
sessions, the new recruits will be 
ready for "staged performance of 
one or two of Shakespeare's lesser 
known works such as 'The 
Winter's Tale' or 'King John.'" 

But the volunteer opportunities 
don't stop here, as Taylor and 
others who are involved with the 
company can tell you. 

"liie company is growing so fast 
that it's too much for me to keep 
up with," Taylor said. 

She also needs people to help 
with marketing and fundraising, 
including selling advertisements, 
recruiting sponsors for in-kind 
services, and helping her find a 
second corporate sponsor for the 
Shakespeare Goes Elementary 
program. 

"Geico is sponsoring the poup 
at Lynnhaven Elementary," she 
said, "but we need a sponsor right 
now for the Seatack program." 

Although the program receives 
some stale funding, Taylor depends 
largely on money raised ftmi 
corporate sponsors and privaie 



donors. She has penny jars in some 
local businesses and she was 
recently gratified to find a $100 bill 
in one jar. 

But while money's important, it 
takes more than that to run a 
theater company. Taylor needs 
people who can sew, build sets, 
operate light and sound equipment, 
run computer programs, work with 
kids, or just drive a car and run 
errands. 

The rewards include making 
friends and watching young 
Shakespearean actors develop their 
talents, according to Virginia 
Folta, whom Taylor refen to as her 
"number one volunteer," 

"The thing is watching them 
grow," she said. "I like to watch 
them from the very beginning until 
the end, (of the season) when 
they're picture perfect" 

"I'm especially interested in the 
elementary children," she n^ ^ 
"With my children all married and 
in their 30s. it was a real 
experience for me to go back to the 
little ones." 

Folta had been recently wkknved 
when Taylor recruited her as a 
volunteer after a performance of

"See and be seen is the key to 
a safe Halloween," said 
GeorjeaneBlumling, public and 
government affairs director for 
AAA of Tidewater. "Motorists 
and children need to be reminded 
to keep eye contact with each 
other. Knowing each other's next 
step can prevent a tragedy from, 
happening." 

Motorists can also lend a hand 
to Halloween this year. 

"Drivers can turn headlights on 
before dusk," Blumling said. 
"Headlights greatly increase a 
vehicle's visibility to 
approaching trick-or-treaters. 
Motorists should also slow 
down, five miles per hour slower 
can make a great difference." 

During the actual trick-or- 
irealing, parents and children 
should choose a route that goes 



only through safe neighborhoods 
with well-lighted streets. 
Children should always carry a 
fiashlight, making them more 
visible to traffic. A responsible 
adult or older teen should 
accompany the costumed 
children. 

Traveling in groups is safer, 
but try to limit the size to four 
or five so the adult can keq) 
track of all the children. 

Before venturing out this 
Halloween, children should be 
reminded of the following safety 
precautions: 

■ Never enter a stranger's 
house, even if you're invited. 

■ Always walk — don't run 
— to avoid falling. 

■ Cross only at comers, never 
between parked cars or in the 
middle of the block where 



motorists might not see you. 

■ If there is no sidewalk, 
always walk facing traffic and as 
far off the road as possible. 

■ Never eat any treats until 
you get home and an adult has 
checked for dangerous materials. 

Other tips to follow for a safe 
Halloween include: 

■ Always wash fruit and cut it 
into small pieces before eating to 
make sure no foreign objects 
have been inserted. 

■ Discard anything that is 
unwrapped in case it has beoi 
contaminated. 

■ Check the wrappers of 
commercially sold treats for 
signs of tampering. 

■ Notify the police if 
anything dangerous is found so

Eight new pledges totaling 
$155,000 toward the David Funnan 
ProfessOTship in Judaic Studies ad 
a $100,000 gift for the Marie D. 
Saibner computer lab in the new 
Academic Center have pushed

$25 million mark in the Kre^ 
Challenge and qualified the coUe^ 
to claim a grant of $750,000 firora 
The Kresge Foundation. 

To date. $25,250,000 has been 
recorded on the Kresge Challenge 
goal. The Kresge Challenge is a 
part of the college's five-year 
Consider the Harvest campaign 
launched in December 1993. 

In June 1997, The Kresge 
Foundation of Troy, Mich., 
awarded Virginia Wesleyan a 
$750,000 challenge grant for the 
new Academic Center, subject to 
Virginia Wesleyan raising, from 
private sources. $25,000,000 by 
Oct. 1, 1998. 

The campaign goals include $10 
million in new endowment fiinds, 
$10.8 for faciliUes. $2.7 far 
designated educational funds and 
$1.5 million for undesignated 
educational support 

"This is a very significant 
achievement for Virginia 
Wesleyan," said President William 



T. Greer Jr. "We arc grateful to aU 
our trustees, Advisory Council 
members, alumni, faculty, staff, 
corporations, foundations, church 
and civic wganizations, volunteers 
and all the more than 3.500 donois 
who have helped us meet the 
Kresge Challoige. 

When Virginia Wesleyan firet 
received word from The Kie^ 
Foundation that it was going to 
award us a $750,000 challenge 
grant, that news sq»ratedus from 
other small liberal arts colleges all 
over America. While the size of the 
grant was enormously important, 
even more important was the 
affirmation from one of the leading 
foundations of the country." 

Members of the Board of 
Trustees have pledged more th^

United States Navy 

For the British there exists a 
tradition little known outside the 
United Kingdom. 
' Every October the Royal Navy 
gathers to honor the immortal 
memory of their legendary Admiral- 
Lord Horatio Nelson, hero of the 
most celebrated naval victory in the 
history of the Royal Navy. 

The legend of Horatio Nelson 
began in Norfolk. England, what 
he was bom in 1758. At age 12 the 
young Nelson went to sea as a 
midshipman and by age 21 he 
became the youngest captain in 
Royal Naval history. 

In 1793. while siKccssfully 
defending Corsica from the Frem;h. 
CapL Nelson lost his right eye to a 
stone splinter when a cannon shot 
landed nearby. During the 1796 
Battle of Tenerife against the 
Spaniards, wounds necessitate the 
amputation of his right arm. 

In 1798 he pursued the Frem;h 
fleet to Egypt where, during the 
Battle of the Nile, he sui]x-ised and 
annihilated his enemy separating 
Napoleon from his armies and 
forcing the French general to flee 
Egypt in a small boat. 

And (^spite overwhelming 
opposition during the 1801 Battle 
of Copenhagen. Nelson succeeded 
in defrating a much larger ansds 
of French and Danish ships when 
he boldly placed the long glass to 
his blind eye and claimed he axU 
not read his canmaider's signal to 
withcbaw. 

But it was, by far. Nels«i's 
daring bravery during the Oct. 2 1 , 
1805 Battle of Cape Trafalgar crff 
the southern coast of Spain that 
earned him inummality. 
Prior to tix san of the baitic. he 
signaled the men in his 27 ships 
from his flagship, HMS Victory. 
"England experts that every man 
wiU do his duty." 

He then proceeded to vmquisha 
combined fleet of 33 French avJ 
SjMnish ships cajmaing 20 cneny 
ships and Wowing up another all 



without any losses of his own. 
Unfortunately, at the height of 
battle, the Admiral was struck by a 
sharpshooter's bullet. 

Mortally wounded when he 
learned of his remaricabie victory, 
Admiral Nelson proclaimed "Thank 
God, 1 have done my duty." He died 
three hours later at the age of 47. 
Despite the magnitude of die 
victory, Britain was overcome with 
grief at the loss of its hero. 

Among naval heroes the workl 
over. Nelson stands uniquely alone, 
a fearless leader who inspired men 
by his dedication, initiative and 
gallantry. 

To this day he is revered by the 
Royal Navy of a grateful nation as 
a naval commander rgxatedly 
victorious in fierce battles tlK 
decisiveness of which changed the 
course of history and sectved 
England from the threat erf 
invasion. 

In the heart of London there 
stands a tall, granite column rising 
high above a majestic fountain. 
Atop this column is poised m 
imposing statue of Admiral Nelson 
in characteristic pose. So well 
known is this towering monument 
that it has been said that if oiw is 
looking for an Englishman whose 
address is unknown, that sane 
Englishman will one day pass tl% 
Nelscxi column in Trafalgar Square.

For the British Navy the 
world over, this traditional 
gathering of the faithful is known 
as 'Trafalgar NighL"

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Anonymous donor kicks off funding 
for student center at Virginia Wesleyan

A gift of $10 million from a 
donor who wishes to remain 
anonymous will provide the initial 
funding for a projected Studoit 
Center at Virginia Wesleyan 
College. 

This is the largest single gift in 
the college's history. It will 
provide the major portion of the 
funding for the projecL 

This brings to $35,350,000 the 
amount contributed in Virginia 
Weslcyan's five-year Consider The 
Harvest Campaign which began in 
December 1993 and will end this 
December. 

Earlier this month, the college 
announced it had reached the 
original campaign goal of $25 
million, therefore claiming a 
challenge grant of $750,000 fiom 
the prestigious Kresge Foundation 
of Troy, Mich. 

Included in the campaign projects 
were the soccer/lacrosse center 
completed in 1996; the $4 million 
high-tech Acadonic Building 
completed this fall; and the $3.8 
million new Administration 



Building now under coistniction. 
This building, scheduled for 
completion in the fall of 1999, has 
been named in honor of former 
Virginia Governor and Mrs. Mills 
E. Godwin Jr. 

In addition to funds raised for 
campaign construction, $10 
million in new endowment fiaids 
have been pledged. 

Also approved at the meeting 
was the choice of an architect fa 
the Student Center. The firm of 
Stanmar Inc. of Sudbury, Mass., 
which has extensive experience in 
designing multipurpose student 
facilities fof colleges and 
universities was selected. The 
project is scheduled to begin early 
in 1999 with completion in about 
two years. A cost estimate on the 
new facility has not been 
announced. 

In other action, elections were 
held for new board officers. D. 
Hcmy Watts, cunent vice 
chairman, was elected as new 
chairman of the board, succeeding 
Jane P. Batten, who completed her 
three-year term as chair. Batten is 



also chairing the college's capital 
campaign. 

Watts, former vice, chairman of 
Norfolk Southern Corporation, has 
served as VWC trustee since June 
1989. He retired from Norfolk 
Southern in February 1997 after a 
48-year career with Southern 
Railway and Norfolk Southern. 

Joan P. Brock, treasurer of Dollar 
Tree Stores, was elected as vice 
chair and Vince Mastracco, a senior 
partner in the law firm of 
Kaufmann and Canoles, was elected 
as secretary, succeeding Mary 
Wright Thrasher, long-lime board 
member and civic leader, who will 
become a member-at-large on the 
executive committee of the board. 

Richard D. Roberts, former 
president and CEO of Tele- 
Communications Inc., will 
continue in his position as 
treasurer. 

Other matters reported to the 
board included fall eniollment 
figures of 1,420 with 1,093 in the 
day program and 327 in the Adult 
Studies Program. Also teparted 
were figures showing that the 
college has had its three largest 



graduating classes "back to bxk," 
including last May's class of 283, 
In 1970, the first graduating cla^ 
consisted of 40 students. The 
college opened in 1966 with an 
enrollment of 75 students. 

At the end of the first year of the 
establishment of the college's 
Office of Community Service, a 
report to the trustees indicated that 
more than 25 percent of VWC 
students participated in community 
service projects totaling 2.800 
hours. 

Trustees approved the fiscal year 
1999 budget of $22,875,791, 
which compares to $21,876,426 
for fiKal year 1998. The tuition for 
1998-99 stayed at the same figure 
as 1997-98. 

To compensate for keeping 
tuition at the same level, faculty 
and staff received no salary 
increases for the same period. Net 
assets of Virginia Wesleyan are at a 
current figure of $37,789,188, 
representing a 13 percent increase 
over last year's$33.421,931. Tbe 
college's current endowment is 
apprnximateily $16 million. 



Bells are ringing throughout region 



Bells will begin ringing 
throughout Hampton Roads in 
early November as an army of 
volunteers mobilize to help area 
Salvation Army Corps with their 
annual Christmas Kettle iiind 
drives. 

The Salvation Army Tidewater 
Area Command will officially 
begin its holiday Christmas Kettle 
program on Thursday, Nov. 5 at 
1 1:30 a.m. That is when Virginia 
Beach Mayor Meyera Obemdorf 
tosses the first coins of the season 
in a red keule at The Salvation 
Army Thrift Store at 5524 Virginia 
Beach Blvd. 

Monies raised locally help 
provide meals and assistance for 
families and individuals throughout 
Hampton Roads during the 
Thsmksgiving and holiday season. 

The Christmas Kettle program 
began in San Francisco more than 
100 years ago when a Salvation 
Army officer placed the first kettle 
at the Oakland Ferry Landing near 



the foot of Market Stfeet. 

In 1891, Capt. Joseph McFee, a 
Salvation Army officer in San 
Francisco, started a tradition that 
has since spread throughout the 
entire world — The Salvation 
Army Christmas Kettle. 

It was December and Capt. 
McFee had resolved to provide a 
free Christmas dinner to the area's 
poor. In thinking of a way to pay 
for the food, his thoughts turned to 
his days as a sailor in Liverpool, 
England. 

On the Stage Landing he 
remembered a large pot, called 
"Simpson's Pot," into which 
charitable donations were thrown 
by passers-by. 

After obtaining permission from 
local authorities, Capt. McFee lost 
no time in securing a similar pot 
and placing it in a ccmsptcuous 
position at the Oakland ferry 
landing at the foot of Market 
Street. From there the pot could be 
seen by all going to and coming 



from the ferry boats. 

By 1895, the "kettle" was being 
used in 30 Salvation Army corps 
in various sections of the West 
Coast. Shortly afterward, two 
young Salvation Army officers 
who had been instrumental in the 
original use of the kettle, William 
A. Mclntyre and N.J. Lewis, were 
transferred to the East. They took 
with them the idea of the 
Christmas Kettle. 

In 1897, Mclntyre prepared his 
Christmas plans for Boston around 
the kettle. He set up three kettles at 
the Washington Street thoroughfare 
in the heart of the city. That year 
the kettle effort in Boston and other 
locations nationwide resulted in 
1 50,000 dinners for the needy. 

In 1898. the New York World 
hailed The Salvation Army kettle 
as "the newest and most novel 
device for collecting money." 

In 1901, kettle contributions in 
New York City provided funds far 
the first mammoth sit-down dinner

in Madison Square Garden. 

Today, however, many families 
receive food baskets or are given 
grocery checks so they can buy ax] 
pKpsK their own dinners at home. 
The homeless poor are still invited 
to share holiday dinners and 
festivities at hundreds of Salvation 
Army centers.

filled the chairs near him. 

Teresa Jones from Richmond said 
she and her veteran husband 
recently traveled to South Korea on 
behalf of their church. 

"They think Americans are the 
greatest," she said. "They are 
interested in educating their kids 
and letting them know what the 
Americans did for them." 

In addition, Jones said one 
Korean karate master, who has 
schools all over the United States, 
continues to speak out against the 
evils of communism. 

"He tells everyone 'Communism 
takes. Democracy give'." she said 
proudly. "With communism, you 
are not supposed to have a brain 
and think." 

Jones said today South Korea is 
very modern with high-rise 
buildings and bumper-to-bumper 
traffic.

for 1999 — the center is expected 
to be finished in December of 2000 
— but on construction data that is 
two years old. Likewise, the state's 
c£^t estimates on operational costs 
are lower than they will actually 

be. Although the law allows fw 
the state to pay 50 percent of the 
costs, the state's contribution, 
under its estimates, will actually be 
less. 

The state reimbursement fa 
construction under its policy will 
be 50 percenter $52,000 per bed. 
The operating cost reimbursement 
will be SO percent or $26,000 per 
bed. 

But, said Block, you can't build a 
center for $ 104.000 a bed and meet 
state standards. The cost of a 
comparable facility in James City 
County. Block said, exceeded the 
state estimate by 34 percent with 
the costs totaling $125,350 a bod 
in 1996-97 dollars. 

Block said there needs to be an 
ongoing dialogue between the state 
and localities so that the state will 
be, at least, an equal partner. 

Block said that he sympathized 
with the judges who would like to 
keep sentenced children at a local 
facility, but pointed out that the 
city would have to share the costs 
of incarceration whereas, if the 
juveniles are in a state facility, the 
state will pay the entire cost. 



Accenting to statistics, juvenile 
arrests are up 22 percent and 
detention usage is up 61 pat:ent. 

Research has shown, said Block, 
that a full service kitchen is the 
norm in similar facilities and 
pointed out the cost of operating 
the kitchens is higher than it would 
be if detainees were allowed to 
work in the kitchens. 

Virginia Beach at present uses 
the 100-bed Tidewater Detention 
Center in Chesapeake where it 
currently uses 50 to 60 beds. Six 
other localities also use TDC. 
mostly from western Hampton 
Roads where the communities are 
planning to build a 30-40 bed 
facility. 

Virginia Beach started planning 
to build its own facility because 
Chesapeake does not plan to 
enlarge its center. However, Bkxk 
said, Virginia Beach still plans to 
use TDC for its overflow. 

Norfolk also has nearly douUed 
its beds to 80 in a new facility. 

Block said that secure detention 
needs to be looked at on a regional 
basis. 

If council decides on the 
recommended option, the project 
will be delayed up to 6.75 
additional months for design and 
construction and will require state 
approval.
